PREFACE. 


Tlie  subject  of  vaccination  is  not  a  pleasant  one,  yet,  like 
the  Scriptural  poor,  it  is  always  with  us.  In  this  country,  as 
a  rule,  it  ^ives  us  but  little  trouble,  save  the  recurrent  epi¬ 
demic  periods,  when  boards  of  health  (  ?)  try  to  force  school 
authorities  to  refuse  schooling  unless  all  children  are  vacci¬ 
nated,  a  condition  that  is  Ix'coniin^  chronic  in  all  our  large 
cities  where  as  in  Chicago,  before  the  opening  of  the  schools, 
the  vaccinating  corps  is  sent  out  to  make  some  smallpox,  as 
an  excuse  for  keeping  unvaccinated  children  out  of  school, 
and  then  when,  as  sometimes  happens,  an  epidemic  follows,  a 
great  hullaballo  is  started,  aided  and  abetted  by  ignorant 
newspaper  editors,  until  a  ])ublic  fear  is  aroused,  which  will 
stand  for  raids  of  the  vaccination  hordes  among  the  poorer 
classes  in  the  tenement  sections. 

There  is  nothing  so  welcome  to  the  health  (?)  board  of  any 
town  as  a  few  cases  of  smallpox.  There  is  no  ])ossil)le  disease 
that  can  be  turned  into  so  much  ready  cash  ;  and  that  yields 
such  perennial  returns.  With  such  an  incentive  the  doctors 
would  be  more  or  less  than  human  to  turn  their  minds  to  any¬ 
thing  ditferent,  especially  anything  that  will  dry  up  one  of 
their  greatest  sources  of  income. 

The  doctors  talk  much  about  ''successful  vaccination,"'  a 
typical  scar  and  the  vaccination  "Cicatrix. "  \et  none  of 
them  will  attempt  to  tell  what  vaccination  is.  Xow  we  know 
but  they  don't  relish  the  facts. 

All  sorts  and  conditions  of  men  are  vaccinated.  One  per¬ 
son  is  so  strong  he  simply  throws  out  the  po  son,  and  it  don’t 
take;  the  next  is  not  cpiite  so  strong  and  it  makes  a  small  sore, 
nature  confining  the  poison  to  a  small  space  and  it  soon  heals 
up  and  makes  the  typical  "scar;”  the  next  is  still  weaker  and 
a  large  running  ulcer  comes,  but  it  finally  heals;  the  next 
still  weaker  nearly  loses  his  arm.  and  the  sore  is  months  in 
healing;  then  conies  one  so  weak  that  the  syshmi  cannot 
localize  the  poison  but  takes  it  into  the  circulation,  there  to  run 
riot  and  cause  all  sorts  of  secondary  ills;  the  next  still  more 
delicate,  breaks  out  in  running  sores  over  the  body,  lasting 
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fiOino  times  for  months,  aiul  some  times  for  life,  and  lastly 
comes  the  one  whose  vitality  is  totally  undermined  and  nature 
soon  gives  uy»  the  hght,  leaving  the  victim  to  die  from  lock¬ 
jaw,  blood  poisoning,  or  any  of  the  sixty  odd  diseases  directly 
due  to  vaccination.  Yet  according  to  all  medical  authority  of 
today,  only  the  second  class  is  vaccinated,  but  a  careful 
perusal  of  this  analysis  will  enable  each  and  every  reader  to 
tell  why  only  the  first  two  are  not  liable  to  take  smallpox. 

Some  doctors  have  now  reached  the  stage  of  medical  idiocy, 
in  which  they  advocate  vaccination  once-  every  year  and 
oftener  if  there  is  any  small])ox  anywhere,  and  they  know  with 
constant  vaccination,  some  cases  of  smallpox  must  a])pear,  so 
they  are  always  sure  of  a  constant  stream  of  vaccination  fees.

When  doctors  iiicH't  in  consultation  tlic-y  tight  these  things 
out  in  secret,  and  iiresent  a  united  front  in  public. 

There  is  only  one  true  cluireli,  says  the  religious  fanatic, 
and  that  is  the  one  to  which  he  belongs.  Tliere  is  only  one 
true  medical  creed,  says  his  arrogant  medical  successor,  and 
one  of  its  chief  articles  is  salvation  from  disease  by  u.«  .a- 
ociilation  of  a  virulent  i.oison.  All  other  lx-  levers  are  im¬ 
posters.  The  creed  of  the  aiili-vaccinator,  that  siiiall|o.x, 
which  is  generated  bv  overcrowding,  ill-living  and  putrefactive 
decomposition,  can  only  begot  rid  of  by  substituting  universal 
cleanliness,  must  on  no  account  be  tolerated.

killing  the  person  vaccinated  and  the  other  is  by  ^nving  that 
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person  a  worse  disease  than  smallpox.  It  is  a  pathological 
fact  that  a  person  with  one  disease  seldom  contracts  another, 
the  worse  disease  preventing  the  milder.  Either  of  these 
alternatives  is  surely  unnecessary  when  we  consider  that  small¬ 
pox  never  will  or  can  attack  anyone  who  lives  properly  in 
sanitary  surroundings.  The  only  way  to  ward  off  smallpox  or 
any  of  its  kindred  zymotic  (filth)  diseases,  is  by  pr(y)er 
hygienic  and  sanitary  measures,  which  are  alwa3"s  successful. 

With  the  opening  of  the  public  schools  each  year  the  ever 
present  vaccinator  is  on  hand,  only  too  frequently  encouraged 
by  school  boards  and  other  officials,  standing  upon  the 
threshold,  saying,  "^no  poison,  no  education, in  violation  of  all 
reason,  logic,  justice  and  common  sense.  The  reason  the  peo¬ 
ple  do  not  more  strongly  object  to  this  disease  breeding  prac¬ 
tice  is  because  they  do  not  understand  what  vaccination  is  and 
have  been  taught  to  believe  that  it  will  usually  prevent  and 
ALWAYS  mitigate  smallpox. 


Some  years  ago,  amidst  a  flourish,  a  wonderful  discovery 
was  announced ;  namely,  that  an  admixture  of  gl^'cerine  in 
certain  proportions,  with  vaccine  lymph,  taken  from  the  calf, 
destroys  the  ''adventitious  microbes’^  which  might  possibly 
convey  disease  (thus  admitting  that  vaccine  virus  did  really 
carry  disease  with  it),  without  at  all  impairing  the  efficacy  of 
the  lymph  as  a  protection  against  smallpox.  Of  course,  the 
fact  that  the  efficacy  of  any  species  of  lymph  as  a  protection 
against  smallpo.x,  has  never  been  .scientifically  •lemoiistratcHf, 
is  passed  oyer  as  too  slight  a  thing  fo  notice. 

Glycerinated  calf-lymph  is  only  a  new  device  to  make  an  old 
and  discredited  practice  longer  acceptable,  and  vaccine  pus 
poison  is  as  dangerous  and  deadly  as  before.  It  was  tried  in 
this  country  and  abandoned.  See  N.  Ij.  Vaccine  Co.  s  Pamph¬ 
let,  “Variola  and  Vaccinia,”  which  also  severely  condemns  this 
method  in  European  countries.  Professors  Crookshank  and 
Pfeiffer,  say :  “Vaccine  lymph  is  a  most  suitable  cultivating 
medium  for  micro-organisms,  and  BACTERIA  INVARI¬ 
ABLY  GET  ACCESS  TO  THE  CONTENTS  OF  THE 
VACCINE  VESICLES;”  and  as  no  one  has  ever  discovered 
the  microbe  of  vaccinia,  how  i§  it  possible  to  know  that  baccili 
(something  unknown)  are  destroj-ed  by  glycerine? 

Even  the  English  government  board  admits  the  results  of 
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all  experiments  in  this  line  ^‘^have  been  of  a  notorious  negative 
character/’  It  is  PTIKPl  CONJECTUKE,  nothing  else. 

Glycerine  is  a  tri-atomic  alcohol,  extracted  from  natural 
fais,  putrefied  and  decomposed;  alcohol  is  death  to  all  life. 
This  combination  of  poison  is  as  deadly  as  the  old  variety. 
Some  time  ago  two  children  died  in  London,  directly  from 
vaccination,  and  Dr.  Loane,  the  vaccinator,  said :  ‘^Thc~ lymph  ^ 
had,  under  aseptic  precautions,  been  mixed  with  glycerine.  . 
The  reason  of  so  mixing  it  was  that  it  had  been  proven  by 
scientific  (?)  re])orts  that  thereby  all  organisms  were  de¬ 
stroyed,  except  the  organism  which  produces  the  effect  for 
which  vaccine  is  used.”  Is  it  not  very  strange  that  alcohol 
should  destroy  all  germs  and  germ  life  except  that  which  pro¬ 
duces  results  in  the  vaccine?  All  life  is  destroyed,  but  the  life 
in  the  vaccine.  This  should  be  positive  proof  to  any  one 
capable  of  reasoning,  that  it  is  not  a  germ  in  vaccine  that  does 
the  damage,  but  that  it  is  the  vaccine  in  ITSELF,  which  is 
nothing  else  but  a  virulent  poison,  and  germs  need  have  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  deaths  caused  by  its  use. 

Not  long  ago  a  wholesale  disaster  resulted  in  the  Isle  of

Journal, 
December,  1897,  says  for  years  he  used  ^^glycerinated  calf 
yniph,”  but  abandoned  it  because:  1 — The  percentage  of 
^ — Very  bad  arms  resulted.  3 — A 
ill  used  papular  eruption  was  very  common.  lie  is  a  vacci¬ 
nator  too,  but  he  puts  his  foot  clear  through  the  flimsy  pre¬ 
tense  of  safety. 

This  is  but  a  portion  of  the  indictment  against  this  miser- 
a  )le  new-old  makeshift  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  medical  journals 
^^wspapers  will  cease  asserting  that  ^^glycerinated  calf 
lymph  18  removing  the  last  arguments  of  the  anti-vaccci- 
natiomsts. 

“Quackery  always  has  a  shuffle  left.”  It  is  anything  rather 
than  acknowledge  an  error.  When  the  inoculation  stage  of 
medical  idiocy  has  run  its  course,  as  bleeding  did,  it  will  be 
interesting  reading  to  go  over  the  various  subterfuges  resorted 
to,  for  the  purpose  of  making  vaccination  acceptable.

(The  Medical  Side)

Right  here,  the  reader  may  well  ask,  what  is  done  with 
these  calves  r  In  answering  this  question  I  will  quote  a 
^^speoiaT^  that  appeared  in  the  ^^Chicago  Tribune,  March  2, 
1902. 

^'Meat  inspectors  today  said  that  during  the  last  two  months 
the  carcasses  of  thirty  calves,  previously  used  to  develop  vac¬ 
cine  virus,  have  been  sold  to  the  wholesale  meat  markets  and 
resold  to  retail  butchers/' 

.  Hearth  says :  'The  inocluatod  calves  arc  easily  distinguish¬ 
able  at  the  market  by  their  color,  which  is  paler  than  that  of 
regular  veal.  The  butchers  get  it  cheaj^r  than  the  meat  of 
cattle  that  are  free  from  the  inoculation." 

The  firm  selling  the  meat  says  the  calves  are  never  dis¬ 
posed  of  until  they  have  fully  recovered  from  the  effects  of 
inoculation,  and  claim  that  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  calves 
"would  destroy  the  vaccine  business  in  Michigan.  I  his  hap¬ 


pened  in  Detroit,  Mich. 

All  these  calves  have  been  injected  with  "tulxjrculin,"  which 
is  nothing  but  cultivated  consumption,  and  if  they  did  not 
have  consumption  before  being  inoculated,  they  were  sure  to 
get  it  after  being  injected  with  this  stuff,  j^lien,  too,  think  of 
all  the  filthy  pus  poison  that  has  passed  through  these  calves, 
and  you  w*ill  agree  with  me  that  this  must  be  a  very  desirable 
lunch,  a  slic6  from  these  cowpox-tuberculous  filled  calves. 

When  the  animal  is  finally  pronounced  to  be  in  perfect 
health,  it  is  scrubbed  from  head  to  foot  and  taken  into  the 
operating  room— a  large,  high  chamber,  with  cement  floor  and 
varnished  walls  susceptible  of  ready  cleansing  and  disinfec- 
tio«.  Here,  with  the  aid  of  a  convenient  apparatus,  the  heifer 
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is  placed  on  its  back;  the  abdominal  surface  is  thoroughly 
lathered,  washed,  and  shaved,  and  is  then  scrubbed  once  more 
with  sterilized  water.  It  is  then  washed  thoroughly  with  a 
disinfectant  solution,  and  after  a  final  washing  with  sterilized 
water,  the  abdomen  is  ready  for  scarification.  (Sec  cut  No.  1.)

performed  quickly  with  sterilized  instruments.  The 
rubbcd  in  thoroughly,  and  pennitted

asep  1C  and  impenetrable  cement  which  effectually  excludes 
germs.  ver  the  cement  is  placed  a  layer  of  absorbent  cot* 
ton,  and  oyer  the  cotton  a  protective  bandage.

xfiJT  '.nooluated  animals  arc  kept  for  about  five  days. 
Men  are  on  hand  constantly  to  collect  feces,  etc.,  all  excreta 
being  removed  from  the  room  immediately. 

After  about  five  days  the  heifer  returns  to  the  operating 
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room.  The  hoofs  are  carefully  cleansed,  and  the  various 
cleansing  operations  described  above  as  preliminaries  to  inocu¬ 
lation,  are  now  repeated. 

The  dressings  are  removed ;  the  whole  field  of  operation  is 


cleansed  with  sterilized  water  and  disinfectant  solution,  and 
the  external  scab  is  removed  and  destroyed. 

The  pulp  of  the  vaccine  vesicles  with  exuding  serum  is  now 
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carefully  collected  with  sterilized  spoon  curettes  and  placed  ii\  J 
sterilized  containers  filled  with  glycerine.  (See  Cut  No.  3.)  \

(The  Practical  Side) 


No  one  seriously  doubts  that  smallpox  is  not  so  prevalent  iii  ■ 
the^  days  as  it  was  during  the  past  centuries,  but  that  vacci¬ 
nation  has  actually  retarded  its  enti;;e  disappiearance  seems  to 
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be  reasonably  proven  to  the  careful  and  painstaking  observer. 
The  kindred  diseases  of  smallpox,  the  plague,  sweating  sick¬ 
ness  and  the  black  death  have  disappeared  from  modern  civil¬ 
ization,  all  by  sanitation  alone,  and  smallpox  would  also  have 
disappeared  had  not  the  doctors  conceived  an  insane  notion  of 
eradicating  it.  The  truth  of  this  statement  is  further  proven 
by  the  fact  that  usually  epidemics  begin  with  vaccinated  per-

It  took  seventy-five  years  to  get  doctors  to  admit  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  syphilis  in  the  old  “arm  to  arm”  vaccination,  but  now 
they  all  admit  it,  as  they  some  day  w-ilt  admit  eowpox  is 
syphilis.  Our  opposition  is  not  borrowed  from  ancient  meth¬ 
ods  by  any  means.

I  admit  that  no  pains  are  spared  to  seeure  as  healthy  heifers 
as  can  he  secured  for  vaccine  inocluation,  but  it  is  also  true 
that  in  the  now  discarded  “arm  to  arm”  vaccination,  great  care 
was  taken  to  only  use  “scabs”  from  perfectly  healthy  persons, 
usually  children  somewhere  near  the  age  of  the  heifers  now 
used.  Special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  *  the  tulxTCuli 
test  is  applied  in  every  ease,”  which  simply  confirms  our 
charge  that  the  newest  fad  in  vaccination  glycerinatcd-lymph, 
is  more  dangerous  than  the  old,  as  it  is  much  more  likely  to 
contain  the  disease  of  tuberculosis.  Tubereulin,  the  materia 
used  in  this  test  is  cultivated  tuberculosis  as  before  stahxl.  A 
“perfectly  healthy”  heifer  is  injected  with  tuberculin  (to  tell 
if  it  has'  tuberculosis)  a  process  that  most  surely  gives  the 
heifer  tuberculosjs  direct  if  it  does  not  already  have  it,  and  a 
test  that  even  experts  admit  very  frequently  fails  to  disclose 
tuberculosis  even  when  present. 

Then  the  “seed”  vaccine  (source  not  even  hinted  at),  is 
rubbed  in  scarified  wounds,  the  animal  is  then  covered  with  an 
air-proof  cement,  absorbent  cotton  is  placed  over  that,  then  the 
whole  lot  of  scarifications  is  thoroughly  wrapiied  in  a  bandage, 
and  the  diseased  calf  is  sent  to  the  propagating  room,  tied  up 
in  a  row  of  iron  stalls,  as  shown  in  Cut  No.  2,  and  kept  as  still 
as  possible  for  five  days.  (It  used  to  be  eight,  but  something 
has  been  learned  from  the  many  bad  arms,  for  naturally  the 
longer  the  disease  is  allowed  to  develop  the  more  virulent  is 


the  product ;  in  fact,  I  positively  affirm  that  should  the  dis¬ 
ease  be  allowed  to  develop  for  fifteen  days,  and  the  virus  then 
be  used  to  vaccinate,  it  would  cause  fifty  (50)  deaths  in  every 
one  hundred  vaccinated)  to  allow  the  inoculated  disease,  cow- 
pox,  and  the  injected  disease,  tuberculosis,  time  to  hateh  i.  e., 
to  become  a  festering,  mattery,  sore,  or  pus  poison  in  the  fifth 
day  of  develo])nient.

This  is  all  very  nice,  but  I  presume  that  these  gentlemen 
have  forgotten  the  whole  history  of  vaccination,  its  various 
failures  in  the  army,  its  many  victims,  etc.  I  believe  that  they 
must  have  been  in  one  of  those  peculiar  states,  that  one  enters 
into  after  attending  a  banquet  where  wine  flows  freely.

With  the  cessation  of  inoculation,  naturally  smallpox  was 
not  propagated  so  generally  , even  though  smallpox  virus  was 
sometimes  used,  because  vaccination  generally  only  resulted 
in  a  single  pustule,  as  was  also  the  case  in  the  Sutton  style  of 
inoculation,  it  being  the  intention  in  each  case  to  take  tlie 
virus  before  it  came  to  a  virulent  stage.  1  his  also  explains 
why  so  few,  comparatively,  are  permanently  injured  by  vac¬ 
cine  vims.

It  is  usually  taught  these  days  that  the  origin  of  the  virus 
used  at  all  vaccine  farms  is  so-called  spontaneous  cowpox. 
That  is,  cowpox  that  can  be  traced  to  no  source  of  infection 
or  contagion.  Not  until  1840  was  any  serious  effort  made  to 
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prove  an  affinity  between  cowpox  and  smallpox.  Ceely,  after 
many  repeated  attempts,  succeeded  in  giving  two  cows  small¬ 
pox  and  started  a  new  source  of  vaccine,  but  it  had  one  draw¬ 
back  for  it  was  discovered  that  vit  actually  sometimes  gave 
smallpox  direct,  thus  knocking  out  the  indentity  theory.  His

not  between  cowpox  and  smallpox,  this  assurance  is  anything 
but  assuring. 

Dr.  ^fatthews,  president  of  the  state  board  of  health  (?)  of 
Kentucky,  in  the  same  phillipic  wherein  he  scored  the  anti- 
vaccinationists,  mentioned  the  awful  increase  of  syphilis  and 
asked  that  a  committee  Ixj  made  to  suggest  the  best  means  of 
preventing  its  spread.  Here  is  the  official  representative  of 
the  largest  medical  body  on  earth  bewailing  the  great  increase 
in  this  most  terrible  disease,  and  at  the  same  time  assiduously 
engaged  in  propagating  the  very  dis<'ase  he  is  decrying  and 
hurling  maledictions  upon  the  heads  of  the  only  set  of  men  on 
earth  who  know  and  have  the  courage  to  tell  the  truth  in  all 
its  nakedness.

This  same  h'arned  body  also  passed  resolutions  asking  gov¬ 
ernment  aid  to  suppress  tuberculosis,  now  the  greatest  cause 
of  death  known.  Again,  we  call  upon  these  doctors  to  face 
facts.  Tuberculosis  is  a  direct  outcome  of  vaccination  in  two 
wavs;  in  the  efforts  of  the  vital  forces  to  throw  off  the  vaccine 
poison  the  lungs  are  weakened  and  made  susceptible  to  pul¬ 
monary  complaints,  and,  many  cows  have  tuberculosis;  by 
taking  virus  from  calves  there  is  constant  danger  of  getting 
at  the  same  time,  not  only  the  disease  of  cowpox  (analogous 
to  syphilis),  but  the  additional  disease  of  tuberculosis. 

Bad  as  the  above  is,  worse  remains  behind.  Upwards  of 
sixty  different  diseases  have  been  traced  directly  to  the  in¬ 
jection  of  the  vaccine  poison  into  the  human  system.  Among 
these  diseases  may  be  mentioned  Albuminuria,  Axillary 
Ivmphangitis,  Ulceration,  Gangrene,  Hemorrhagic  vaccina 
akin  to  hemorrhagic  smallpox,  Ifaemophilia,  Keloid  (cancer), 
Protracted  fever.  Bowel  troubles.  Eczematous  affections, 
Opthalmic  vaccina,  I’soriasis,  IVmphigns,  riiagadaena. 
Purulent  infection.  Erysipelas,  Seps's,  Nephritis,  Choleriform 
diarrhoea.  Otitis  media.  Tetanus  or  Lockjaw,  (Vllulitis,  Axil¬ 
lary  Adenopath}^,  Septicacaemia,  Abscesses,  Phlebitis,  Pyac- 
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mia,  Thrombosis,  Uraemia,  Axillary  abscess.  Purpura,  Lupus 
Asphyxia,  Suppuration  of  glands,  Gangrenous  ulceration, 
Phlegmon,  Pharenchymatous  Nephritis,  Paralysis,  Convul¬ 
sions,  Oedema  of  lungs.  Multiple  gangrene.  Acute  scepticae- 
mia.  Acute  osteomyelitis.  Contraction  of  muscles  impairing 
use  of  urm.  Neuritis,  Ankylosis,  Ivoss  of  sensation.  Synovitis, 
Meningitis,  Pneumonia,  Pyaemic  abscess.  Pyuria^  Glandular 
abscess  in  groin.  Phlegmonous  cellulitis.  Stiff  neck,  Lymphan- 
gitus.

with  advanced  thoughts  and  ideas  is  always  a  target,  and  we 
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do  not  set  up  a  target  for  an  idol.  It  is  the  man  who  caters 
to  and  fosters  the  vanity  and  prejudices  of  the  unthinking 
mass  who  is  nearly  always  chosen  to  represent  us  officially. 

Vaccination  has  borrowed  the  mask  of  science  and  has  no 
foundation  in  reason,  for  it  poisons  the  healthy  and  often 
kills  the  w'eak.  Evidences  of  the  injurious  and  fatal  results  of 
vaccination  are  constantly  being  brought  before  the  public. 
The  system  which  gives  a  disease  to  prevent  a  disease,  and 
sometimes  exacts  the  life  of  children  in  the  process,  is  futile 
and  foredoomed  to  failure. 

It  is  idle  to  expect  to  arrest  the  spread  of  small ])ox  by  vacci¬ 
nation.  It  never  did,  never  will,  never  can.  Satan  does  not 
cast  out  Satan.  Vaccinated  poi*sons  are  as  likely  to  contract 
smallpox  as  others — perhaps  more  so.  The  epidemics  of 
smallpox  are  apt  to  be  severe  in  vaccinated  communities.  Al¬ 
though  vaccination  took  ])lace  in  Montreal  in  1882,  yet  the 
city  w^as  swTpt  by  smallpox  in  1885;  a  similar  story  is  tnie  in 
the  city  of  Glasgow^  Ixiicester,  like  other  towms,  wdiere  vacci¬ 
nation  has  been  discarded,  enjoys  immunity.  The  pest, 
though  brought  there,  obtained  no  foothold. 

The  alleged  virtue  of  vaccination  is  really  based  on  the  fact 
that  it  produces  a  permanent  diseased  condition  of  the  body, 
and  hence  is  effective  only  while  that  condition  lasts.  Sir 
James  Paget  states  this  in  so  many  words: 

^^The  progress  of  the  vaccine  or  variloirs  infection  of  the 
blood  shows  us,’^  says  he,  ^^that  a  permanent  morbid  condition 
of  that  fluid  is  'established  by  the  action  of  these  specific 
poisons  upon  it.  And  although  this  condition  may,  so  far  at 
least  as  it  protects  the  individual  from  any  further  attacks  of 
the  same  disease,  be  regarded  as  exercising  a  beneficial  in¬ 
fluence  upon  the  economy,  yet  it  is  not  the  less  to  be  looked 
upon  as  a  morbid  state.” 

IIow  many  persons  who  are  conscious  that  to  be  vaccinafed 
is  to  be  placed  in  ^^a  permanent  morbid  condition”  of  the 
blood,  will  consent  to  l)e  thus  blood-poisoned?  Only  a  brutal 
compulsion  could  effect  it,  such  as  is  used  in  Germany  where 
persons  not  willing  to  undergo  the  infliction  are  seized  and 
held  fast  while  the  operation  is  performed.  I  have  heard  that 
the  same  outrageous  compulsion  is  exercised  in  the  American 
army;  and  this  has  also  been  done  at  times  in  the  city  of 
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Philadelphia  and  other  American  cities.  (More  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  later. ) 

During  the  Civil  war  many  soldiers  in  both  armies  were 
made  unfit  for  duty  by  being  vaccinated ;  and  this  is  the  case 
in  the  army  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  But  nowhere  does  it 
stop  smallpox,  mitigate  it,  or  arrest  its  spread. 

The  fourteen  deaths  of  vaccinated  children  in  Camden, 
New  Jersey,  in  1901,  from  lockjaw,  are  glaring  evidence  of  the 
iniquity  of  the  operation.  The  health  officers  and  others  may 
equivocate  to  save  their  faces;  the  children  died  of  blood- 
poi^on,  and  had  lockjaw  because  they  had  been  vaccinated. 

Now  and  then  we  find  a  health  officer  that  is  willing  to 
admit  a  wrong  when  he  sees  it.  Such  a  one  was  Martin  Fried¬ 
rich,  M.  D.,  of  Cleveland,  who  made  the  following  confes¬ 
sion  in  the  Cleveland  Medical  Journal,  after  four  had  died 
from  lockjaw,  caused  by  vaccination.  The  confession  is  as 
follows  : 

Two  years  ago  there  was  a  general  complaint  among  medi¬ 
cal  men  that  the  (vaccine)  virus  did  not  take,  and  a  clamor 
was  ra^^jd  by  the  profession  for  (vaccine)  points  that  would 
take,  riie  manufacturers  seem  to  have  yielded  to  this  pres¬ 
sure,  and  sent  out  points  which  were  active.  Last  year  (1901) 
1  was  ottered  samples  of  points  with  a  verbal  guarantee  that 
ewery  one  would  take.  I  tried  one  of  them.  It  ^took,’  but  oh, 
wnat  an  arm.  I  had  to  console  the  poor  mother  with  the 
usual  subterfuge  that  it  was  a  splendid  ‘take,^  that  her  boy 
surely  would  have  had  the  smallpox  if  he  had  come  in  contact 
with  it,  and  that  he  would  have  had  it  very  badly. 

1  he  next  point  I  tried  on  a  man  who  was  broken  out  with 
smallpox.  I  told  him  that  it  would  modify  the  disease,  and 
that  he  would  not  have  it  so  severely.  He  had  only  a  few 
pimples  on  him.  His  arm  also  became  very  sore.  I  had  to  tell 
iin  t  lat  the  vaccination  drew  all  the  poison  to  the  arm,  and 
that  he  would  have  had  a  terrible  eruption  if  I  had  not  vacci¬ 
nated  him.'^ 

Before  going  further  with  the  confession,  I  wish  to  call  at- 
^  excuse  made  to  the  mother 

of  the  boy  by  Dr.  Iri(*drioh.  He  himself  admits  that  it  was 
simply  an  excuse  to  lie  out  of  a  bad  thing.  Now,  it  is  well  to 
remember  that  999  out  of  every  1,000  vaccine  doctors  make 
this  same  excuse  to  their  patients,  and  when  once  the  people 
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e^et  to  know  this,  there  will  be  a  sliprht  difference  between  these 
pseudo  scientific  doctors  and  the  people.  The  second  point 
is  the  excuse  made  to  the  man  who  already  had  the  smallpox. 
Just  think  of  it;  a  physician  telling  the  patient  that  the  vacci¬ 
nation  was  drawing  the  pus  to  the  arm,  and  that  but  for  the 
vaccination  he  would  have  had  a  terrible  eruption. 

^^Still  I  was  not  satisfied.  I  wanted  to  vaccinate  some  one 
who  had  just  recovered  from  smallpox,  to  see  whether  it  would 
take.  For  quite  a  while  I  could  not  find  anyone  foolish  enough 
to  let  me  try  the  experiment;  but,  as  luck  would  have  it,  t 
sent  to  a  boarding  house  to  vaccinate  all  the  inmates,  for  they 
had  all  been  exposed.  The  first  one  who  came  up  to  me  had 
had  smallpox  about  six  months  before.  He  was  a  little  py 
from  drink,  and  swaggeringly  bared  his  arm,  saying:  lou 
can  vaccinate  me  all  vou  please.^  I  knew  him,  and  1  ^^ed  the 
point  which  I  wanted  to  try.  After  I  had  vaccinated  him  he 
began  to  make  fun  of  me,  saying  that  it  would  never  take  on 
him,  that  it  had  been  I  who  had  sent  him  to  the  hospital,  e to. 
This  man  developed  such  a  horribly  sore  arm  that  f 
dress  it  daily  for  five  weeks,  and  I  did  it  willingly,  and  thank 
my  lucky  star  today  that  I  got  out  of  it  so  easily.^’ 

^Tjast  year  the  virus  took  altogether  too  well.  Fully  one- 
fourth  developed  sepsis.  The  arms  swelled  clear  to  the  elbow; 
yes,  clear  to  the  wrist  joint,  with  high  fever  and  enlargement 
of  the  axillary  glands;  pieces  of  flesh  as  big  as  a  dollar  and 
twice  as  thick  would  drop  right  out,  leaving  ugly  suppurating 
wounds,  which  to  heal  took  from  six  weeks  to  three"  months. 

I  had  to  dress  a  little  girl’s  arm  for  fifteen  weeks  before  it  got 
well.  This  is  uot  vaccina,  it  is  sepsis,  pure  and  simple,  and 
such  a  vaccination  does  not  protect  against  smallpox;  as  I 
have  found  out  at  60  Louis  street,  where  three  children  de¬ 
veloped  smallpox  nineteen  days  after  a  seemingly  successful 
vaccination,  when  they  ought  to  have  been  so  immune  that 
inoculation  witli  variolous  pus  itself  should  not  have  produced 
the  disease.” 

To  top  the  climax  four  fatal  cases  of  tetanus  developed  after 
vaccination.  No  one  has  ever  demonstrated  the  presence  of 
tetanus  baccilli  in  any  virus  of  any  make.  It  seems  to  be  a 
secondary  infection.  But  no  one  can  doubt  that  there  is  some 
connection  between  tetanus  and  vaccination.  The  vaccina- 
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tion  seems  to  prepare  the  soil  for  the  tetanus  bacilli  by  caus¬ 
ing  suppuration.

The  father  has  been  thrown  out  of  employment 
on  account  of  a  sore  arm,  every  child  is  crying  with  pain,  the 
mo  ler,  frantic  with  fear  that  next  week  the  family  is  going  to 
8  arve,  that  some  child  may  lose  an  arm  or  even  its  life,  and 
you  stand  there  and  witness  the  tears  and  cries  and  pains  and 
niisep^  of  which  you  have  been  the  cause.  The  man  who  can 
stand  all  that  is  no  man.

returns  of  Germany  of  1885  show  that  in  less 

vflPPinltrfl  preceding,  more  than  1,000,000  thoroughly 

vaccinate  d  persons  died  of  smallpox  in  that  empire,  yet  vacci¬ 
nation  was  compulsory  for  forty  years.  In  the  great  eni- 
demie  of  1871-73,  after  thirty-thL  years  of  vaSSl 
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(eighteen  compulsory)  in  Great  Britain,  over  44,000  persons 
died,  more  than  80  per  cent,  of  whom  had  been  vaccinated. 

Revolts  against  compulsory  vaccination  have  been  made  in 
the  United  States  since  1885  and  are  growing  more  numerous 
yearly.  Some  towns  have  made  their  school  elections  depend 
upon  the  attitude  of  the  candidates  on  the  compulsory  vacci¬ 


nation  question. 

The  medical  profession  (the  vaccinating  part  of  it) 
to  be  in  a  state  of  hopeless  confusion  as  to  the  merits  of  the 
various  vaccines  in  use.  One  variety  is  used  in  France,  an¬ 
other  in  Germany,  a  third  in  Belgium,  and  in  hhigland  and 
the  United  States  all  have  been  tried  more  or  less.  In  dealing 
with  the  much-vexed  question  no  decision  has  In'cn  made  and 
the  list  of  vaccines  now  used  is  long — some  of  them  being  as 
follows:  The  Jennerian  equine  virus,  Woodville’s  smallpox 
virus,  swinepox  virus,  horse-pox,  cowpox,  or  horse 
passed  through  the  cow,  spontaneous  cow-pox,  Ceely  and 
cock’s  lymph,  the  B(*augency  virus,  the  Bossy  virus.  Dr.  narl- 
niont’s  calf-lymph  in  points,  tubes  or  pots  of  pomade,  the 
landoline  vaccine  or  vesicle  pulp,  donkey  lymph,  buna  o 
lymph.  To  these  may  be  added  the  lynifili  passed  throug 
numberless  more  or  less  diseased  human  beings,  which  has  been 
shown  hy  many  high  authorities  to  be  capable  of  spreading 
leprosy,  sypliilis,  and  other  loathsome  and  incurable  diseases. 
With  all  these  different  kinds  of  virus,  what  wonder  that  there 
is  much  disease  im|)lanted  in  humanity  by  vaccine  inoculation. 
The  special  sendees  of  Wo<idville  in  making  vaccination 
practical,  were  recalled  in  1802  wluni  Jenner  was  about  to  rc- 
ceiv'c  £10,000  from  ])arlianient.  It  was  Pearson  and  no 
Woodville  himself,  who  strove  in  vain  to  clear  up  the  his-, 
torical  sequences  of  events  as  to  the  respective  merits  o 
parties,  fhie  of  Pearson’s  remarks  is  as  follows:  I  he  acute¬ 

ness  of  Dr.  Woodville  and  the  obligation  of  the  public  to  mm 
will  Ik*  fairly  appreciated  by  considering  that  he  was  led  o 
expect,  from  Dr.  Jenner’s  accounts,  a  quite  ditferently 
ing  ])ocJv  from  what  T  suppose  all  the  world  now  knows  to 
the  fact.”  The  circular  figure  he  explains,  the  smooth  sur¬ 
face  and  less  ])ointed  shape,  and  the  peculiar  scab  were  hrs 
noticed  as  distinctive  of  the  cowpox  by  \\  oodville  and  by 
son  himself.  There  are  great  and  sufficient  distinctions  of  tne 
cowpox  from  smallpox,  even  if  there  had  hwn  no  gulf  separa  - 
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ing  them  in  their  clinical  history  and  a  still  more  inseparably 
barrier  in  the  whole  ep'demiological  history  of  the  smallpox 
which  Jenner  knew  nothing  of. 

Jenner  knew  these  differences  between  cowpox  and  sinalU 
pox  (see  table  giving  the  difference  betwcH?n  cowpox,  smallpox 
and  syphilis),  well  enough,  indeed,  he  knew  of 
far  more  striking  differences  only  he  took  care  not  to  dwell 
upon  them.  If  any  one  scans  his  writings  closely  he  will  find 
how  dexterous  Jenner  had  heon  in  suggesting  the  identity  oj* 
likeness  of  the  cowpox  with  smallpox  on  indecisive  or  irrele^ 
vant  points.

CONTEMPT  FOR  THE  OPINION 
OF  LAYMEN. 


_  In  despotism  it  is  not  safe  to  question  authority.  Dissent 
IS  criminal  as  well  as  dangerous.  While  the  despotic  power 
of  suppressing  inquiry  and  protest  is  wanting  in  popular  gov¬ 
ernments,  the  spirit  of  tyranny  is  always  in  evidence.  Domi¬ 
nant  opinion  takes  the  place  of  nionarchs.  Independence  of 
expression  is  not  encouraged,  and  ])opular  subserviency  is  as 
frequent  ui  deniocracdes  as  in  inonarchies.  So,  in  medical 
matters  a  non-professional  opinion  is  deprecated;  but,  when 
intelligently  held,  it  has  an  advantage  over  the  professional 
view,  inasmuch  as  it  is  likely  to  Ixj  disinterested.  Unless 
fortified  by  strong  reasons,  men  rarely  join  issue  with  special¬ 
ists  on  matters  outside  their  own  province.  ^ 

Necessarily,  professional  authorities  are  conservative.  >-ot 
only  have  they  to  be  wary  in  individual  expression,  but  con¬ 
stantly  mindful  of  the  body  of  which  they  are  a  part.  Ihe 
physician  is  rare  who,  differing  from  his  fellows,  feels  strong 
enough  to  defy  the  current  opinion  of  the  medical  faculty. 
Apart  from  the  professional  penalties  of  heter<vloxy,  there 
enters  constantly  the  question  of  reputation  anddivlihood,  • 
considerations  generally  paramount  in  all  lines  of  business. 
While  no  body  of  men  exists  who  give  theinscdves  more  freely 
and  generously  to  unremunerated  services,  ])hys:cians  rarely 
free  themselves  from  conditions  that  are  the  ])rice  of  success. 
So  the  outside  critic  with  neither  professional  pride  nor 
piHuniarv  risk,  has  no  reason  to  fear  a  discussion  where 
sources  of  information  are  open  to  all. 

^Professor  Wallace,  in  his  book  ‘^The  Wonderful  rentiirv, 
says  that  it  is  a  mis(‘onc*eption  to  assume  ^dhat,  as  vaccination 
is  a  surgical  operation  to  guard  against  a  special  disease^ 
medical  men  can  alone  judge  of  its  value.  But  the  fact  is, 
the  very  reverse  for  several  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  th^ 
are  interested  parties,  not  merely  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  but  as 
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eflFectin"  the  prestige  of  the  wliole  profession.  In  no  other 
case  would  we  allow'  interested  persons  to  decide  an  important 
matter.”

And  in  their  Therapeutic  Notes  for  September,  1000,  is  a 
report  of  a  meeting  of  some  Denver  ])hysicians,  taken  from  the 
Colorado  Medical  Journal,  as  follows:  "The  universal  opin¬ 
ion  seemed  to  be  that  the  aseptic  vaccine  (glycerinated)  of 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  gave  the  best  results.

McCoy,  Howe  &  Co.’s  (Indianapolis)  advertisement 
iously  advises:  ""To  avoid  large,  confluent  vesicles  and  severe 
inflammation,  the  vaccinator  should  always  remember  the  im¬ 
portance  of  very  small  scarifications.” 

Another  advertisement  of  C.  Truax,  Green  &  Company, 
reads:  ""After  careful  investigation  we  believe  we  can  oner 
the  only  vaccine  virus  in  the  market  that  is  free  from  micro¬ 
organisms.”  .  ^  ^ 

The  New'  York  Biological  Vaccinal  Institute  hit  on  the 
plan  of  putting  the  virus  in  glass  tubes,  and  then  advertises: 

^"The  use  of  our  product  is  not  followed  by  large  sores  or 
abcsesses,  so  often  the  result  from  the  desiccated  virus  sup¬ 
plied  on  ivory  points.  The  air  with  its  oxygen  is  a  great  ae- 
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stroyer  of  viruses,  and  those  that  are  constantly  in  contact 
with  the  air  lose  their  properties  and  may  become  infected 
and  cause  septic  symptoms/’ 

Dr.  11.  M.  Alexander  &  Company  explain: 

“Violent  results  arise  from  filthy  stables,  irritating  drugs, 
filthy  arms,  cattle  that  are  too  old,  filthy  lancets,  removing 
lymph  too  late,  dangerous  dressing,  syphilitic  patients,  too 
large  alirasions,  and  propagation  in  establishments  where 
other  Jorums  are  produced.  Only  award  Columbian  Exhibi- 
tion.  Bacteriological  examinations  in  official  inspections  have 
all  placed  us  thus  far  in  the  lead.”

points,  made  by  as  many  manufacturers,  and  only  one  was 
found  to  be  free  from  bacteria  and  blood  cells.  Of  the  rest, 
several  were  decidedly  unfit  for  use.  But,  notwithstanding 
all  our  aseptic  methods,  vaccine,  like  all  other  moist  physio¬ 
logical  products,  no  matter  how  carefully  prepared  and  pro¬ 
tected,  is  liable  to  deteriorate  after  a  certain  period  of  time.

The  H.  K.  Mulford  Company  (Chicago)  has  this  to  con¬ 
tribute  regarding  its  newer  product: 

‘  W  hile  we  furnish  ivory  points,  they  are  not  so  reliable  as 
the  glycerinated  lymph,  owing  to  the  difference  in  the  method 
of  collecting  and  furnishing  the  vaccine.  It  is  pupe  virus,

Surely  some  law  of  God  and  nature  ha.  been 
outraged  to  bring  upon  our  children  so  dire  an  a  ic  ’ 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  members  of  the  medical  pro  e.s  ^ 

be  induced  to  open  their  eyes  to  the  fact  and  aid  ly  ^  , 

in  their  power  to  frame  some  answer  to  the  inquiry, 
this  state  of  things  been  brought  about.  How  is  i 
affliction  has  come  upon  us  within  the  present  cen  ur}  . 

Many  theories  are  advanced  to  account  for  it,  but  ^ 

theories  let  us  have  facts;  let  us  have  a  true  f 

as  they  exist  at  the  present  time;  let  facts  bearing  n 
ter  be  gathered  from  every  quarter  of  the  earth,  an  y 

then  hope  to  obtain  some  light  to  aid  us  in  ,  , 

writer  of  this,  during  a  course  of  rather  extended  travel,  has 
examined  the  teeth  of  men  in  nearly  all  conditions  of  civiliza¬ 
tion  and  barbarism,  and  the  outcome  of  his  observation 
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amounts  to  this :  That  wherever  the  people  are  not  vaccinated 
their  tei‘th  are  sound,  but  wherever  the  practice  of  vaccination 
has  been  introduced,  the  teeth  of  the  people  deteriorate,  just 
in  proportion  as  the  population  comes  under  the  influence  of 
vaccine. 


More  than  twenty  years  ago,  when  traveling  in  Hindoostan, 
I  was  struck  by  the  soundness  of  teeth  wdth  which  the  people 
were  blessed,  contrasting  as  they  did  so  strongly  with  the  decay 
and  sufTer.ng  I  had  witnessed  while  assisting  in  my  father^s 
practice  in  London ;  and  I  endeavored  to  institute  a  compari¬ 
son  between  the  teeth  of  the  high  class  Brahmins,  living  as 
they  do  on  a  purely  vegetable  diet,  and  the  low  caste  Pariahs, 
who  have  no  scruples  as  to  what  they  eat  or  drink.  But  I 
K)und  it  impossible  to  do  this,  from  the  extreme  dislike  the 
Brahmins  evinced  to  having  their  mouths  examined.  Yet 
from  all  I  could  see  or  hear  upon  the  subject,  I  gathered  that 
dental  decay,  as  we  know  it  and  suffer  from  it  in  Europe  and 
America,  is  an  unknown  disease  among  them,  and  that  they 
only  lose  their  teeth  by  advancing  years.  Although  the 
rahmins  would  not  allow  me  to  examine  their  mouths  in  life, 
had  an  opportunity  of  satisfying  myself  upon  the  subject 
When  death  had  done  its  work.  One  day  while  I  was  in  C^al- 
cutta,  a  low  caste  native  sought  permission  to  see  me,  and 
roug  t  in  his  hand  an  inexpressibly  dirty  looking  bundle,  and 
sea  ing  himself  on  the  ground  after  the  fashion  of  natives  who 
ave  an)  hing  to  sell,  undid  his  bundle,  and  displayed  to  mv 
astonishmont  a  (ollection  of  human  teeth,  which  he  deelared 
e  ra  imins  teeth,  and  told  me  he  had  taken  them  from 
Julia  upon  the  hauka  of  the  Ganges,  the  saered  river  of  the 
inc  oos,  in  o  which  the  bodies  of  the  pious  Brahmins  are  east, 
examined  them,  and  found  most  of  them  greatly  injured  by 
the  action  of  the  sun  and  the  water,  but  there  was  no’ trace  of 
decay.  I  purchased  them  of  the  man  to  send  to  England  as  a 
curiosity,  hut  they  were  unfortunately  lost  in  transit.  Often 
subsequently  while  traveling  in  the  valley  of  the  Ganges,  I  ex¬ 
amined  the  skulls  on  the  hanks  of  the  river,  but  never  saw  one 
at*liome  ^*'"**^*'  dental  decay  such  as  we  are  acquainted  with 


In  the  1  unjah  and  Xorthwestern  Provinces,  both  in  the 
p  ains  and  mountains,  1  found  that  all  the  people,  whether 
Hindoos,  Sihks,  Punjalx'es,  Afghans,  or  Goorkas,  are  provided 
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with  spleiulicl  toelli,  and,  as  a  rule,  only  los(3.  tluau  from  a^e; 
and  throughout  tho  whole  length  and  breadth  of  the  Indian 
Peninsula  1  have  never  seen  any  person  suffering  fropi  den^tal 
decay,  except  those  who  have  Ixhmi  vaccinated;  that  is  to  say, 
people  of  purely  European,  or  mixed.  Eurofx^an  and  Asiatic 
parentage ;  and  these  suffer  as  badly  as,  if  imt  worse,  than  ^ny 
people  ill  the  world.  ,  ,  - 

Again,  in  Ceylon  I  found  that  while  the  native  Singalpes 
had  nothing  to  com])lain  of  in  their  teeth,  the  young  people 
of  European  parentage  who  had  been  vaccinated  were  suffer¬ 
ing  dreadfully.  In  Bunnah  also,  1  found  the  very  small 
population  who  had  been  vaccinated  very  generally  suffering 
from  dental  decay,  while  the  Burmans  themselves  appeared  to 
lx?  exempt,  except  indeed,  where  they  had  filed  off  their  teeth 
from  conventional  ideas  of  bc'auty.  In  Australia  the  same  re¬ 
markable  ])henoinenon  jiresented  itself.  I  found  the  dentists 
of  Melbourne  hard  at  work  repairing  the  ravages  of  disease, 
and  ascertaiped,  u])On  inquiry,  that  the  Colonial-born  portion 
of  the  population  suffered  with  unusual  severity  from  dental 
caries;  but  while  I  was  in  the  interior  I  met  with  a  party  of 
the  aborigines,  and  induced  them  to  allow  me  to  examine  their 
teeth,  and  found  them  provided  with  teeth  of  the  African  type, 
hut  without  the  slightest  trace  of  decay.  It  is,  therefore,  clear 
that  it  is  neither  the  climate,  the  water,  nor  the  physical  con¬ 
formation  of  a  country  that  causes  decay;  neither  is  it  diet, 
for  the  vegetarian  Brahmin,  and  the  flesh-eating,  grog-drink¬ 
ing  Pariah,  are  alike  blessed  with  sound  h'oth.  It  is,  f^en,  a 
disease  peculiar  to  the  Caucasian  rac(\  After  what  1  had  seen 
in  India  and  Australia,  I  began  to  think  it  really  must  be  so; 
but  more  extended  travel  in  the  Malay  Peninsula  and  Indian 
Archipelago  convinced  me  that  other  rac*es  could  be  made  to 
suffer.  The  Malays,  like  the  Burmese,  file  their  teeth  to  make 
them  smooth  and  even,  and  consequently  sometimes  suffer 
from  decay  where  the  enamel  has  been  removed,  but  other¬ 
wise  they  have  as  sound  teeth  as  other  Asiatics.  The  Chinese, 
who  settle  in  large  numbers  in  the  Straits  Settlements,  under 
the  British  government,  and  in  Java  and  other  islands  under 
the  Dutch,  although  not  so  entirely  free  from  decay  as  the 
:Malays  or  natives  of  India,  have  yet  wonderfully  sound  teeth 
as  com|)ared  with  modern  Europeans,  being  in  this  respect  not 
unlike  our  own  forefathers,  who  carried  their  teeth  with  them 
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to  the  grave,  or  lost  them  from  old  age  or  the  deposition  of 
tartar.  Now  these  Chinamen  having  sound  teeth  marry  Malay 
women  having  sound  teeth,  and  their  children  have  sound 
teeth;  but  in  Singapore  and  Penang  the  well-to-do  part  of 
them  follow  the  example  of  their  European  neighbors  and 
have  their  children  vaccinated,  and  those  children  grow  up  to 
he  men  and  women  with  teeth  as  decayed  as  any  people  in  the 
world. 

Again,  the  Dutch  government  has  for  some  years  past  made 
vaccination  compulsory  in  the  Island  of  Java,  and  though  as 
yet  the  people  at  large  do  not  appear  to  be  suffering  very 
severely  from  its  action,  most  of  the  princes  and  nobility  have 
their  teeth  decayed. 

Seeing  then  that  vaccination  is  accompanied  in  all  parts  of 
the  world  by  rottenness  of  teeth,  is  it  unreasonable  to  conclude 
that  it  is  in  some  way  the  cause  of  that  rottenness  ?  In  con¬ 
sidering  the  probable  effect  of  vaccination  upon  the  teeth,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  child’s  health  is  affected  by  it 
just  when  the  gums  of  the  permanent  teeth  are  undergoing 
their  earliest  formation.  Now,  no  fact  is  l)ettor  knowm  to 
physiologists  than  that  any  severe  constitutional  derangement 
in  early  childhood  leaves  an  indelible  mark  upon  the  teeth. 
And  as  it  has  not  yet  been  ascertained  what  change  takes  place 
in  the  character  of  the  disease  variola  vaccinia,  when  it  is 
transferred  from  the  bovine  to  the  human  circulation,  it  is 
but  reasonable  to  regard  it  with  suspicion.  For  it  is  known 
that  when  vaccine  virus  is  introduced  into  sheep  it  evolves  a 
disease  of  which  the  animal  wastes  away  and  dies. 

But  even  supposing  U  possible  to  demonstrate  that  violently 
induced  cowpox  exerts  no  influence  whatever  upon  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  tcHith,  the  question  still  remains  as  to  whether  other 
diseases  are  not  introduced  into  the  circulation  by  means  of 
the  vaccine  lymph.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  know  that  this 
constantly  takes  place,  and  is  daily  becoming  a  cause  of 
greater  anxiety  to  thoughtful  members  of  the  medical  profcs- 
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sion;  and  although  it  is  true  that  many  forms  of  constitu¬ 
tional  derangement  in  early  childhood  will  leave  their  impress 
upon  the  teeth^  there  is  no  disease  that  so  constantly  inflicts 
severe  lesions  of  those  organs  as  inherited  syphilis.  This  leads 
directly  to  the  appalling  question,  ^Ts  it  not  possible  that  the 
destruction  of  the  teeth  that  so  steadily  follows  in  the  wake  of 
vaccination,  arises  from  syphilis  conveyed  from  infant  to  in¬ 
fant  at  the  lancet’s  point  ?” 


N  O  E— Since  writing:  the  above,  I  learn  that  Dr.  D.  V.  Beacock, 
of  Brockville,  Ontario,  Canada,  member  of  the  A.  V.  S.  of  A.,  has  pub¬ 
lished  a  pamphlet  upon  this  very  important  subject  and  has  also  writ¬ 
ten  a  number  of  articles  that  have  appeared  in  various  publications; 
Dental  magrazines  usually,  and  Herbert  Spencer  in  Facts  and  Com¬ 
ments,  notes  the  same  thing. 


VACCINATION  STATISTICS. 


VACaNATION  IN  ITALY. 


In  his  presidential  address  to  the  American  Medical  So¬ 
ciety,  Dr.  Joseph  ]\I.  Matthews  had  the  goodness  to  call  mad 
people,  misguided  people,  those  who  had  not  the  good  luck  to 
be  among  the  believers  in  the  preventive  power  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox.  It  is  not  surprising  to  hear  such  language 
from  fanatics ;  in  fact,  it  is  most  common  to  see  ignorant  men 
make  us<?  of  similar  vulgar  expressions;  but  it  seems  to  me  al¬ 
most  incredible  that  the  president  of  such  a  powerful  asso¬ 
ciation  as  the  American  Medical  Association,  in  his  address  of 
1899  showed  himself  so  enthusiastic  in  his  belief  as  to  forget 
that  respect  that  is  due  to  his  colleagues,  who  do  not  have  the 
same  blind  faith. 

It  may  be  that  we  anti-vaccinationists  are  ^^mad”  and  ^hnis- 
giiided,”  hut  I  feel  that  we  are  far  more  correct  in  our  expres¬ 
sions,  although  we  do  not  believe,  but  are  quite  sure  that  vacci¬ 
nation  is  one  of  the  most  appalling  and  harmful  mistakes  into 
wdiich  the  medical  profession  has  ever  fallen.  I  can  assure 
you  that  if  I  am  a  madman,  my  madness  is  very  contagious, 
because  all  my  pupils  for  several  years  have  become  as  mad  as 
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I  anji,  so  thaj:  several  thousand  medical  men  in  Italy  are  suffer^ 
in^.  with  the  same  kind  of  madness.  ,  ,  .  :  .« 

Italy  is  one  of  the  best  vaccinated  countries  in  the  world,  if 
not  the  best  of  all,  and,  we  can  prove  that  niathematicfilly.  All 
our  ygung  men,  with  not  many  excgptionSj  at  the  age  of 
twenty  years,  must  spepd  three  years  in  the  army,  where  a 
regulation  prescribes  that  they  must  be  directly  vaccinated. 

The  official  statistics  of  our  army  published  yearly,  say  that 
from  1885  to  1897,  the  recruits  who  were  found  never  to  have 
been  vaccinated  before  wore  less  than  1.5  per  cent,  the.  largest 
number  beitig  2.1  per  cent,  in  1893.  This  means  in  the  clchr-  , 

est  way,  that  our  nation  twenty  years  before  1885,  was  yearly  | 

vaccinated  in  the  proportion  of  98.05.  I^ot withstanding,  the 
epidemics  that  we  have  had  of  smallpox  have  been  so  fright¬ 
ful  that  nothing  could  equal  them  before  the  invention  of 
vaccination.  To  sayi  that  during  the  year  of  1887  we, had  IG,- 
249  deaths  from  smallpox,  18,110  in  the  year  of  1888,  and  13,- 
413  in  1889  (our  population  is  thirty  millions)  is  too  little  to 
give  a  faint  iden  of  the  ravages  of  smallpox  as  these  18,110 
deaths  in  1888,  etc.,  did  not  happen  in  the  best  educated 
regions  of  our  country,  but  only  in  the  most  ignorant  parts 
where  our  population  live  just  as  they  lived  a  century  ago, 
that  is  the  mountainous  parts  of  Sardinia,  Sicily,  Calabrias, 
etc.  Among  the  great  number  of  little  epidemics  wffiich  pro¬ 
duced  the  18,110  deaths  before  mentioned,  I  will  only  note  the 
following:  ’ 

Badolata,  with  ii  population  of  3,800,  had  twelve  cases  of 
smallpox;  Cluardville  had  2,300  with  a  population  of  3,500; 

St.  Caterina  Del  Jonio  had  1,200  cases,  population  2,700 ;  I 
Ca^pistrano  had  450  cases,  population  1,200;  Mayerato  had 
1,500  eases,  population  2,500.  All  the  villages  are  in  Cala¬ 
bria.  In  Sardinia,  the  little  town  of  Tjaerru,  had  150  cases  of 
smallpox  in  one  month,  population  800;  Perfugas,  too,  in  one 
month,  had  940  cases,  population  1,400 ;  Olana  had  7G  deaths 
from  smallpox,  population  1,000;  and  the  deaths  were  51  at 
1x4,  population  414.  In  Sifcily  448  deaths  were  registered  at 
Nolo,  population  18,000;  200  at  Ferla,  population  500;  570 
at  Sortino,  population  9,000;  135*  at  Sancono,  population  1,- 
600,  and  2,100  deaths  at  Vittoria,  population  2,600.  Can  you  ! 
cite  anything  worse  before  the  invention  of  vacciilation  ?  And 
the  population  of  these  villages  is  pbrfectly  vaccinated,  I 
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have  proved  already,  not  only,  but  I  have  obtained  from  the 
Wal  autliorities  a  die'claration  that  vaednation  has  b^n  per¬ 
formed  twice  a  year  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  for  many 
years  past. 

Vaccinatiohids  were  not  puzzled  by  these  facts  and  with  the 
great^f  ceriainty  they  asserted  that  this  enormous  number  of 
deaths  was  due'  to  want  of  revaccination.  Happily  in  Italy  we 
are'  able  to  ])rove  tliat  rewacci nation  has  not  the  least  pre¬ 
ventive  powoi^.  I  only  give  a  few  figures:  During  the  sixteen 
years — 1882  to  1897 — our  army  had  1,273  cases  of  smallpox 
with  31  deaths;  692  cases  with  17  deaths  happened  in  soldiers 
vaccinated  with  good  results,  and  581  cases  with  14  deaths, 
liappened  in  soldiers  with  bad  results.  This  means  that  of  a 
hundred  cases  of  smallpox  54  were  in  persons  vaccinated  with 
^ood  results,  and  only  45  persons  vaccinated  with  bad  re¬ 
sults,  and  that  the  death  rate  among  those  vaccinated  with 
I  good  results  was  2.45  per  cent,  but  only  2.40  per  cent  in  those 
I  vaccinated  with  bad  results.  Vaccinationists  say  that  when 
vaccination  does  not  ^^iake”  the  operation  must  be  repeated^ 
because  no  results  means  no  protection  given.  Now,  we  see 
that  soldiers  not  protected  because  vaccination  did  not  %ake” 
were  less  attacked  by  smallpox  than  those  duly  protected  by  the 
good  results  of  their  revaccination,  and  that  the  death  rate  in 
those  vaccinated  with  good  results  was  greater  than  those  in 
whom  vaccination  did  not  %ake.” 

Our  vaccinationists  did  not  lose  their  extraordinary  courage 
before  these  facts,  and  they  objectwl  that  they  could  be  ac- 
,  counted  for  by  considering  that  during  the  years  before  1890 
vaccination  was  not  well  performed.  I  cannot  understand  this 
objection,  but  accept  it,  and  have  limited  my  analysis  to  the 
last  six  years  during  which  the  only  lymph  used  in  our  army 
lias  been  animal  lymph,  exclusively  furnished  by  the  goveni- 
inent  institute  for  the  production  of  animal  lymph.  The  re¬ 
sults  are  the  following:  The  total  number  of  soldiers  during 
these  five  years  was  1,234,025,  of  which  783,605  were  vaccir 
nated  wdth  good  results  and  450,420  with  no  results.  In  the 
first,  the  cases  of  smallpox  were  153,  i.  e.,  1.95  to  every  thou¬ 
sand  soldiers,  while  in  the  other  the  number  of  cases  was  only 
45,  i.  e.,  99  per  cent  cases  to  every  10,000  soldiers.  The 
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‘‘duly  protected’’  were  attacked  by  smallpox  in  a  proportion 
double  that  among  the  “unprotected”  soldiers. 

As  you  see,  these  are  official  statements,  extremely  trust¬ 
worthy,  because  the  final  statistics  were  made  in  a  country  and 
at  a  time  when  no  one  thought  it  possible  to  raise  a  doubt 
against  the  dogma  of  vaccination.  In  our  country  we  have  no 
league  against  vaccination,  and  every  father  thinks  that  vacci¬ 
nation  is  one  of  his  first  duties ;  for  these  reasons,  no  bias  could 
exist  against  vaccination  in  making  these  statistics.  I  could 
continue  for  a  long  while  to  quote  similar  facts,  but  I  wish  to 
call  your  attention  only  to  the  two  following  lines:  During 
the  three  most  terrible  years  of  epidemics  that  we  had  in  Italy 
lately  1887-88-89,  the  death  rate  among  our  people  of  the 
same  age  as  the  soldiers,  twenty,  twenty-one,  and  twenty-two 
years— has  been  21  per  100,000,  and  it  was  27.7  during  the 
worst  year,  1888.  In  our  army  the  same  death  rate  during 
nine  years— 1867  to  1875— has  been  20  per  100,000,  and  it 
was  61.3  during  the  worst  year — 1871. 

In  consequence  of  our  young  men  being  obliged  to  spend 
three  years  in  the  army,  it  happens  tliat  after  the  age  of  twenty 
>earh,  men  are  by  far  letter  vaccinated  than  women,  and  if 
vaccination  did  prevent,  after  the  age  of  twenty,  smallpox 
should  kill  fewer  men  than  women.  But  in  fact,  just  the  re-

At ^  most  respectfully  ask  Dr.  Jo^ph 
A  I.  Matthews  if  he  can  say  that  in  considering  them,  I  have 
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lost  my  mind  ?  At  any  rate  I  do  not  consider  it  correct  for  a 
medical  man  to  make  use  of  such  language  against  other 
medical  men,  however  few,  who  have  the  only  fault  of  con¬ 
sidering  facts  as  they  are,  and  not  as  one  wishes  they 
should  be. 

The  anti-vaccinist  who  is  working  for  the  abolition  of  this 
crime  of  the  century,  will  see  at  a  glance  the  immense  value 
of  these  statistics  in  his  great  work,  as  they  are  beyond  con¬ 
tradiction,  and  I  doubt  whether  even  such  a  one  as  Dr. 
Mathews  would  undertake  it,  for  the  simple  reason  that  he 
could  not  do  it. 

Does  vaccination  protect,  undoubtedly  it  does,  and  after 
reading  these  statistics,  one  must  be  a  ‘‘mad,  misguided  fool” 
to  say  that  it  does  not.  (?) 

The  only  trouble  is.  Dr.  Ituata  is  too  mild  in  dealing  with 
Pr.  Matthe\vs.  Were  he  to  live  in  this  country  for  a  little 
while,  he  w'ould  soon  learn  that  there  is  no  professional 
etiquette,  unless  you  believe  as  they  do,  who  THINK  they 
are  IT. 


THE  FRANCO  GERMAN  WAR  STATISTICS 


“It  is  said  the  age  of  myths  is  past,  but  he  who  says  this  is 
gurely  unacquainted  with  the  suspicious  ways  of  the  doctors 
in  sustaining  the  tottering  vaccine  idol.  In  an  atmosphere  of 
faith  everything  is  possible.  Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  of 
the  many  fables  invented  by  the  advocates  of  vaccination  to 
bolster  up  the  Jennerian  dogma,  surely  the  most  insistent,  is 
that  known  as  the  Franco-German  war  statistic. 

I  think  it  was  Carlyle,  iconoclast  that  he  was,  who,  in  his 
own  inimitable  way,  said,  there  are  lies,  d — n  lies  and — sta- 
All  have  heard  it  said  of  some  men  that  they  never 
by  any  possibility  tell  the  truth  if  a  lie  can  l>e  made  to  fit, 
and  tile  man  who  first  said  that  must  have  had  at  least  a 
speaking  acquaintance  with  pro-vaccination  literature.  It  is 
well  to  never  forget  that  vaccine  doctors  have  made  all  vacci¬ 
nation  statistics. 

Along  in  1872  this  lie  first  appeared  in  English  print,  in 
the  British  Medical  Journal.  In  June,  1883,  it  was  usi'd  by 
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Sir  Lyon  riavfair  in  a  d(^bate  in  the. commons  and  challenged 
by!^Ir.  r.  A.  Taylor.  Sir  Lyon  Playfair,  waving  Dr.  Colon’s 
boo.k,  La  Variola,  said;  “I  got  it  from  the  Physician  General 
of  -the  French  army.”  But  he  did  not,  for  investigation 
showed  it  was  not  in  the  book,  nor  was  Colon  ever  physician 
genjCral  of  the  army.  In  the  ollicial  re])ort  of  the  speech  Play¬ 
fair  had  it  ])ut,  ‘T  give  those  figures  on  the  authority  of  Dr. 
Philenus  of  the  German  Beichstag,  and  of  similar  figures  of 
the  statistical  congress  in  St.  Petersburg.”  This  started  a 
neWj  line  of  investigation  which  revealed  the  fact  that  it  first 
appeared  as  a  stray  newspaper  paragraph  in  an  Austrian  jour¬ 
nal^  So  here  in  brief^  we  have  a  fanciful  tale  evolved  in  the 
imaginative  brain  of  an  unknown  newspaper  man,  through 
an  Austrian-Bussian-German-English  source  to  prove  a 
French  statistic  that  never  did  have  any  foundation  in  truth. 

The  matter  was  not  allowed  to  rest  here.  Earl  Granville  in  ‘ 
Paris  was  ap]){‘aled  to  ])y  Dr.  W.  B.  Carpenter,  (who  was  very 
actjve  in  disseminating  the  lie)  and  Granville  reported  that 
the  French  authorities  stated  the  deaths  from  smallpox  were 
unknown,  that  the  confusion  was  too  great  for  registry,  thus 
etfectually  disposing  of  the  French  ])art  of  it.  The  story  was 
publicly  retracted  in  the  Tx)ndon  News,  .  August,  1883,  and 
the  German  ])art  fan^d  no  better  for  llerr  Tiisouke,  in  a  letter 
to  George  S.  Gi))bs,  dated  July  20,  1883,  expressed  regret  that 
during  the  twelve  months  of  the  war  the  deaths  from  small- 
pox  were  not  recorded.  So  followed  the  Gorman  half  of  the 
he.

^*\*^*’  ^tcifjor,  February,  1883,  at  Borne,  jjavc  the  German 
los^  from  smallpox  as  3,103,  the  French  as  23,409;  by  Jnne, 
1883,  1  layfair  got  it  down  to  201  and  by  the  time  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Med  h-al  Journal  published  it  the  second  time  in  1898  it 
had  droi)ped  to  49,  and  23,400  respectively.  The  French 
arm.y  was  ))erfectly  vaccinated,  but  a  part  of  it  was  not  re- 
\accinated  before  tliis  campaign. '  Dr.  Bayard  says:  ^^Revac- 
cination  originated  in  France,  everg  soldier  is  revaccinated  on 
his  entrance  into  a  regiment— our  army  knows  no  ex¬ 
ceptions.”  Dr.  Oidtnian,  statf  surgeon,  says;  “Shortly  Ije- 
fore  the  war  the  whole  French  army  was  revaccinated.  This 
general  vaccination  tended  rather  to  extend  smallpox  than  to 
protpet  against  it.”  Dr.  Colon,  in  charge  of  the  smallpox 
hospital,  Bicetrc,  says :  “The  mortality  was  much  less  in  the 
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militia  who  were  not  revaccinated  than  in  the  regular  army, 
which  was  revaccinated.”  Dr.  Jenner,  in  Aetiology  of  Var¬ 
iola,  says:  ^^Tlie  French  prisoners  were  not  sick  on  their  ar¬ 
rival,  but  small})ox  in  epidemic  form  broke  out  tainong  them 
after  they  were  placed  in  Gennan  camps;  all  measures  to  re¬ 
press  it,  oven  the  claiUf  revaccination  in  mass  were  useless. 
Eveii  the  German  guards  took  sick.”  The  soldiers  were  finally 
washed  and  their  clotlies  steamed,  and  from  that  time  the  epi¬ 
demic  rapidly  declined.  (Phys.  Jl.,  1873.) 

It  is  no  new  thing  to  go  to  Germany  for  proofs  of  the  value 
of  vaccination.  I  have  a  copy  of  Hall’s  Journal  of  Health, 
Octolier,  1 800,  that  says :  “The  Prussiaii  more  than  any  other 
goyernment  in  existence,  practices  vaccination,  every^  soldier 
is  revaccinated  upon  entering  the  anny,  so  that  in  1830  there 
were  only  two  deaths  from  smallpox.” 

Early'in  1870,  Dr.  Seaton  of  the  English  local  government 
board,  before  the  Commons,  declared  that  Prussia  was  well 
protected,  and  that  that  country  was  safe,  yet  INSIDE  a  year 
59,839  persons  died  from  smalljiox  in  Prussia ;  2,083  in 
alone.  Nor  did  the  well  vaccinated  anny  fare  any  better. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  the  utter  unreliability  of  any  reports 
given,  out  by  the  vaccinating  ])hysicians.  No  statistics  can  be 
upheld  in  the  favor  of  vaccination  unless  by  damnable  lies. 

Dr.  Creighton  the  great  epidemiologist,  says:  Evidence  as 
to  revaccination  on  a  large  scale  comes  from  the  army.  © 
death  rate  from  smallpox  in  the  German  army  was  b  per 
cent  more  than  among  the  civil  population  of  the  same  iige. 
The  Bavarian  contingent  revaccinated  without  exception,  la 
five  times  the  death  rate  from  smallpox  that  the  civil  pop|i  ^ 
tioh  of  the  same  age  had,  the  revaccination  is  not  oluiga  ory 
among  the  hitter.  The  statistics  of  Prof.  \  ogt,  of  Berne, 
prove  the  same  fact.  .  . 

Severe  epidemics  arc  not  unknown  in  Germany  in  t  lese 

days.  Nor  are  deaths  and  injuries  from  vaccination  uncom- 
moji.  So  true  is  this  that  in  1896  the  German  imperial  health 
board,  alarmed  at  the  increasing  anti-vaccinationists,  and 
their  growing  influence,  issued  a  pamphlet  of  192  pages  con¬ 
fessedly  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  their  ever  increasing  at¬ 
tacks.  As  the  annual  income  of  the  doctors  from  vaccination 
is  over  40,000,000  marks,  this  zeal  is  easily  understood.  Even 
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forcible  vaccination  of  all  children  is  advocated,  of  course,  at 
state  rates. 

The  pamphlet  was  at  once  attacked  by  the  anti-vaccination¬ 
ists,  and  charges  made  that  the  German  mortality  list  con¬ 
tained  no  column  for  deaths  from  vaccination;  and  that  all 
such  deaths  are  covered  up  under  secondary  causes  such  as 
erysipelas,  pyemia,  etc.,  that  it  is  a  written  rule  in  the  army 
that  even  severe  cases  of  smallpox  such  illness  is  entered  as 
skin  eruptions,  and  Colonel  Spohr,  forty-nine  years  in  service, 
testified  to  hearing  army  surgeons  censured  for  entering  re¬ 
cruits  as  suffering  from  smallpox,  and  that  smallpox  cases 
were  always  entered  under  some  “appropriate  illness.” 

In  the  May,  1903,  issue  of  “Vaccination,”  Frank  D.  Blue 
says:  The  United  States  government,  in  its  Bureau  of  Vital 
Statistics,  has  ndo])ted  the  form  recommended  by  the  Inter¬ 
national  Health  (?)  Association  for  making  future  reports. 
This  list  contains  no  mention  of  deaths  from  vaccination,  it 
being  intended  to  Germanize  future  reports.  Nearly  ’all 
countries  haye  heretofore  reported  deaths  from  vaccination 
save  Germany.  In  Germany  they  do  not  report  smallpox  as 
smallpox  unless  the  person  should  happen  to  be  unvaccinated 
This  is  the  reason  Germany  has  so  little  smallpox  and  has 
none  in  the  army,  where  all  are  vaccinated.  The  Medical 
apologists  (falsifiers)  will  now  point  with  pride  to  the  United 
States  record,  showing  no  deaths  from  vaccination  and  will 
follow  the  Chicago  creed,  which  admits  of  no  vaccinated  per- 
son  taking  smallpox. 

You  P«n  fool  some  of  the  people  some  of  the  time,  but  you 
cannot  fool  all  the  people  all  the  time,  and  these  fellows  will 
wake  up  to  the  fact  some  day  that  they  have  carried  this  mat¬ 
ter  a  little  too  far,  and  there  will  be  a  time  of  reckoning. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Heimd,  late  surgeon  in  the  German  arniv,  in  an 
address  delivered  in  Salt  Lake  City,-February  2,  1 900,  said  in 

^  Straiisburg,  and 

over  2,0<(  smallpox  cases  were  in  the  pest  house;  ever^  one 
successfully  vaccinated  but  three  months  before  for  the  third 
time.  I  myself  was  laid  up  five  weeks,  although  I  had  been 
vaccinated  for  the  seventh  time,  successfully  In  1898  I  wit 
nessed  the  amputation  of  three  arms  and  the  discharge  of 
four  men  from  the  army  for  general  disabilitv,  all  from  vac¬ 
cination.  After  this  e.xperience  I  am  eonviriced  that  vacci- 
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nation  is  no  protection  against  smallpox.”  Dirty  barracks 
started  the  epidemic. 

December,  1899,  R.  Gerding  was  hauled  l^efore  the.  Berlin 
Criminal  Court  for  making  these  charges  in  his  book  on 
smallpox,  and  found  guilty,  but  the  supreme  court  promptly 
reversed  the  case  and  ordered  the  state  treasury  to  pay  all  the 
costs.  A  German  correspondent  in  December,  1897,  wrote: 
‘^We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  German  doctors  are 
experts  at  making  statistics.  Fine  sounding  new  names,  as 
^variolides,^  etc.,  are  invented  for  diseases  from  which  people 
die,  but  by  so  recording  deaths,  smallpox  is  made  to  appear  as 
stam|KHl  out.  So  after  all  the  absence  of  German  army 
smallpox  is  simply  a  case  of  logic,  for  vaccination  prevents 
smallpox;  these  men  are  vaccinated  and  cannot  take  small¬ 
pox  ;  therefore  there  is,  and  can  be  no  smallpox  in  the  German 
army. 

It  is  a  too  common  habit  of  the  vaccinators  to  pick  up 
figures  anywhere  and  vouch  for  them  as  authentic  just  be¬ 
cause  they  happen  to  lie  in  favor  of  vaccination. 

In  June,  1898,  the  British  Medical  Journal  again  started 
the  same  old  lie,  and  it  soon  l)egan  the  round  of  the  American 
press.  From  Maine  to  California  has  it  circulated,  appearing 
in  all  state  health  bulletins,  including  the  government  bulle¬ 
tins  and  quoted  as  gospel  by  Surgeon  General  Sternl)erg  in 
defense  of  his  frequent  poisoning  of  the  poor  soldier  boys  in 
the  far  East,  who  continue  to  die  of  smallpox,  despite  the  as¬ 
sertions  of  Surgeon  I^ippincott,  that  our  army  is  the  best  vac¬ 
cinated  army  ever  put  into  the  field. 

There  is  some  excuse  for  the  laity  not  knowing  these  facts, 
but  there  is,  at  this  late  day,  no  good  excuse  for  all  physicians 
not  knowing  the  truth,  and  with  them  it  is  either  a  case  of 
woeful  ignorance  or  willful  lying,  more  often  the  latter. 

‘‘Official  figures  show  that  in  a  force  of  ‘^o,9()0  officers  and 
8(12,800  men  engaged  in  the  Franco-German  war,  the  battle 
loss(‘s  were  Kio  officers  and  2(),()26  men,  while  144  oflicers  and 
10,942  men  met  their  death  from  disease.” 

Whenever  anyone  tells  you  that  25,000  unvaeeinated  French 
soldiers  died  of  smalliiox  in  the  ten  months  of  that  war,  just 
show  him  this  official  report,  and  ask  how  that  can  lie,  that 
23,000  French  died  of  smallpox  when  the  official  report  shows 
that  less  than  half  that  number  died  of  all  diseases  in  both 
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armies.  Another  fact  is,  that  the  French  soldiers  had  been 
vaccihatcd  and  revaccinated,  but  this  damaging  fact  is 'n6ver 
allowed  to  appear,  and  the  American  press,  as  a  rule,  swallows 
everything  that  comes  from  Germany,  no  lie  can  be  too  big 
fof  them,  they  close- their  eye’s  and  swallow  it,  eyen  though  it 
does  choke  a  little.

There  m  the  P]iili])pines  the  world’s  inaxima  for  frequent 
revaccination  and  high  variolous  fatality  coincided  and  they 
stobd  in  the  relation  of  cause  and  effect.  ,  . 

The  deaths  attributed  to  vaccination  in.  tlie  whole 
army,  were  five^  in  1898,^  and  seven  in  1899.  Tlie  ad-: 
nnision  to  hos])itals,  due  to  vaccination, .  were  46.80  apd 
Go. 33  pm’  1,000  of  strength  in  tlie  year  ipentioned.  This 
IS  tor  the  whole  army,  the  admission  being  made  much 
above  these  averages  in  the  Philippines.  Most,  if  not 
all  of  the  deaths,  occurred  there  also.  It  should 
be ‘mentioned,  however,  that  a  soldier  is  technically  in  the 
hospital  if  he  is  excused  even  for  a  day  from  any  duty  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  arm.  The  deaths  in  the  islands,  up  to  April  30, 
1902,  the  date  when  the  insurrection  is  supposed  to.  have  died, 
were  from  all  diseases,  2,583,  from  all  causes,  4,470.  Allow¬ 
ing  twelve  more  smallpox  deaths  for  the  four  months  in  1902, 
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the  variolous  mortality  equals  10  ixu*  cent  of  all  deaths  from 
'^’diseases  and  G  per  cent  of  all  dea Ins,  from  all  causes. 

As  to  vaccination,  Chief  Surgeon  Lipnineott  renorts  to 
Surgeon  General  Sternberg,  under  date  of  March  31,  1899: 
‘^Smallpox*  began  to  appi\u‘  in  tins  command  about  Septem¬ 
ber  3rd.  Since  that  time  we  have,  never  Inxm  entirely  free 
from  it.  The  entire  Eighth  Corps  has  been  vaccinated  in 
San  Francisco;  it  was  kept  up  on  the  ocean,  and  e\cT  si  ne'e  our 
arrival  here,  we  have  persiste^ntly  repeatc'cl  the  vaccinations 
and  are  still  doing  so.'’  At  an  earlier  date,  January  22nd, 
the  same  surgeon  reports:  ‘‘The  entire  command  has  been 
vaccinated  at  k*ast  four  times  .since  the  appearance  of  the  dis¬ 
ease.”  That  is,  at  least  four  times  within  seven  months  in 
addition  to  the  vaccinations  performed  in  San  Francisco,  on 
the  ocean,  etc.,  and  two  months  later  thew  were  still  doing  so, 
and  still  were  having  the  smallpox.  A^accination  is  a  good 
tiling — for  the  doctors.

The  facts  in  regard  to  Japan  are  very  interesting.  In  187^ 
a  compulsory  vaccination  law  was  enacted  but  smallpox  kept 
right  on  and,  owing  to  the  great  mortality  from  it,  in  1885 
another  law  was  passed  which  made  re-vaceination  coinpul- 
sorv  e^ery  five  to  seven  vears.  Ikdween  1881)  and  1892  no- 
fewer  rhan  25,474,370  vaccinations,  re-vaceinations  and  re- 
re-vaccinations  took  plaa'.  It  does  not  seem  that  the  most 
ardent  iiro-vaccinationists  could  wisli  more,  let  «lapan  dur¬ 
ing  the  seven  years,  188G-1892,  lost  38,979  ]>er sons  from 
smallpox  while  15G,175  small|)Ox  cases  were  reported.  A 
death  rate  of  nearly  25  ix'r  cent.,  or  considerable  highei  than 
before  the  days  of  vaccination.  Jajiaii  is  pa}ing  dearly  for 
adopting  vaccination  instead  of  sanitation,  as  every  nation 
has  done,  and  will  continue  to  do,  until  they  get  men  to  look

It  may  he  a  fact  that  there  are  com])ulsory  vaccination 
laws  in  Europe,  or  that  there  have  been  such  laws,  many  of 
which  have  been  repealed,  but  the  fact  also  remains  that  these 
countries  belong  to  kingdoms.  We  claim  to  live  in  a.  free 
country,  ruled  by  the  people  and  for  the  people,  but  nowhere 
in  all  the  world  is  there  more  diabolical  force  used  in  vacci¬ 
nating  the  people  than  there  is  in  America.  To  the  proof. 

llr.  C.  S.  Carr,  M.  D.,  in  “Medical  Talk,^’  says:  Below  we 
quote  an  extract  from  an  article  which  a])peared  in  the  Even¬ 
ing  Bulletin  of  Philadel])hia,  during  the  recent  smallpox 
scare  of  that  city.  We  quote  it  in  order  to  give  our  readers  a 
fair  warning  of  the  state  of  affairs  that  is  rapidly  approach¬ 
ing  in  this  country. 

Doctors  provided  with  surgical  implements,  backed  up  by 
anned  policemen,  are  allowed  to  assault  a  crowd  of  peaceful 
workmen  and  compel  them  to  submit  to  a  surgical  operation 
in  spite  of  their  protests  and  struggles.  Not  only  do  they  cut 
the  flesh  of  their  unwilling  victims,  but  they  insert  into  the 
blood  an  animal  poison,  that  may  and  often  does  kill. 

If  this  can  be  done  and  upheld  by  the  legal  machinery  of 
this  country,  what  next  have  we  to  expect?  Why  not  chase 
people  and  circumcise  them  ?  It  surely  would  be  a  good  pre¬ 
ventative  against  certain  kinds  of  disease.  Why  not  catch  the 
people  and  give  each  one  a  compulsory  bath?  This  would  be 
a  hygienic  measure  and  doubtless  prevent  disease.  It  would 
incidently  make  a  good  job  for  a  number  of  impecunious  doc¬ 
tors. 

Even  admitting  that  vaccination  is  a  preventive  of  small- 
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pox,  it  would  be  quite  as  consistent  to  drive  the  people  into 
cattle  yards  and  compel  them  to  submit  to  any  other  pre¬ 
ventive  measure  which  doctors  may  choose  to  dictate.  Just 
as  western  herdsmen  comer  their  cattle,  lasso  them,  throw 
them  to  the  ground,  brand  them  with  a  hot  iron,  so  it  will 
come  to  pass  that  the  workmen  of  this  country  who  are  carry¬ 
ing  the  burdens  and  creating  the  wealth  upon  which  the  doc¬ 
tors  live  and  have  their  being — these  workmen  bullied  with 
the  policeman’s  maee,  terrified  by  the  doctor’s  scalpel  will  be 
obliged  tr^’^^blingly  to  submit  to  anything  that  may  be  dic¬ 
tated  by  the  imperious  boards  of  health.” 

This  is  not  an  idle  dream,  but  is  a  positive  fact  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time,  and  Philadelphia  leads  the  world  in  cruelty,  co¬ 
ercion,  despotism  and  diabolicism,  and  it  was  in  this  same 
place  that  a  dying  woman  was  vaccinated  while  going  home  to 
iie  in  peace. 

“These  laborers  might  a  thousand  times  better  go  back  to 
Russia  or  Austria-Hungaria  or  Southern  Italy.  But  we  sus¬ 
pect  the  authorities  will  keep  on  monkeying  with  this  prob¬ 
lem  until  they  have  a  nice  little  insurrection  on  their  hands, 
which  will  result  in  thinning  out  the  ranks  of  these  fastidious, 
cigarette  smoking  doctors  with  their  k'autiful  little  ivory 
points.” 

We  give  the  quotation  without  further  comment.  Read 
every  sentence  carefully,  ^feditate  between  paragraphs  so  as 
to  get  some  realization  of  what  is  about  to  happen  if  such 
things  are  allowed  to  go  on : 

“There  are  hundreds  of  Polish,  Italian  and  colored  labor¬ 
ers  now  at  work  on  the  filter  beds  at  the  pumping  station  at 
Lardner’s  Point  (Philadelphia)  and  along  the  line  of  the 
conduit  through  which  the  filtered  water  is  to  flow  from  the 
beds  to  the  pumping  station.  It  was  from  this  most  southern 
point  tliat  the  physicians  began  their  work,  (their  diabolical 
poisoning,  it  should  have  said),  working  gradually  up  along 
the  line  of  the  conduit  in  the  direction  of  Torresdale. 

^“riie  patrol  wagon,  filled  with  the  men  of  medicine  and  the 
POLICE,  drove  into  the  midst  of  a  gang  of  laborers  at  the  ex¬ 
cavations  for  the  new  basin  just  when  the  laborers  were  pre¬ 
paring  to  stop  work  for  their  noonday  meal.  ^1  he  doctors 
(poisoners)  grouped  themselves  about,  and  as  the  men 
emerged  from  the  excavations  and  from  the  conduit,  inter- 
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copted  tliem  and  liade  them  hare  their  arms.  Some  were  so 
completcdy  surprised  that  they  obeyed  without  a  murmur. 
Others,  however,  cut  and  run  and  led  the  policemen  and  phy¬ 
sicians  a  inerrv  chase.  The  most  trouble  was  experienced 
with  tlie  colored  men,  the  Italians  and  Polish  laborers  sub¬ 
mitting  to  the  ordeal  with  much  better  grace  than  they.” 

It  is  a  ])ity  that  some  few  of  these  poor  laborers  did  not 
have  a  good  i(‘ad  squirter  with  them  and  return  the  compli¬ 
ment  l)y  exchanging  lead  for  vaycine  poisons.  Should’  any 
man  or  set  of  things  in  the  shape  of  men,  attbmpt  to  vacci¬ 
nate  either  myself  or  any  one  of  my  family,  they  would  get  a 
dose,  ril  guarantee  them  that  much.  Put  then,  these  bigots 
and  degenerates  never  try  it  on  one  >ho  they  know  is  able  to 
take  care  of  himself,  and  wild  knows  his  rights.  Later” on, 
and  after  the  above  had  happened,  the  vaccinators  tried  the 
same  brutal  force  at  another  place  in  the  same  city,  and  a 
colored  man,  refused  to  be  vaccinated  and  giive  the  doctors  a 
good  fight,  shooting  at  them.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
learn,  he  was  not  made  to  suffer  for  standing  up  for  hia 
rights,  but  in  cases  of  this  kind  neither  the  doctors  nor  the 
demoralized  news])apers  will  say  anything.  If  a  man  dares  to 
brutalize  others,  under  any  flimsy  guise,  the  newspapers  laud 
him  to  the  sky,  hut  let  a  man  stand  up  for  liberty  and  free¬ 
dom  and  nothing  is  said.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  we  do  not 
have  a  few  thousand  more  such  men  as  this  colored  fellow, 
and  we  would  soon  have  freedom  from  this  diabolical  com¬ 
pulsory  blood  poisoning. 

The  Bulletin  goes  on  to  say:  ^Tt  was  a  brisk  half  hour  for 
the  doctors  before  they  stopped  for  luncheon,  and  they  made 
the  most  of  it,  working  their  way  from  the  pumping  station 
to  shaft  Nos.ll,  10  and  9  successively,  ending  their  labors  at 
the  foot  of  Unruh  street.  It  was  while  beating  across  the 
meadows  in  search  of  unwilling  victims  that  one  of  the  most 
amusing  ex])eriences  of  the  ex])edition  was  encountered.  The 
doctors  were  going  across  the  fields  when  they  came  across  a 
party  of  Italian  laborers  seated  beneath  a  tree  quietly  eating 
their  dinner.  Two  of  them  were  too  surprised  to  move.  But 
not  so  with  the  other  man.  Giving  one  glance  at  the  satchels 
carried  by  the  doctors,  he  took  to  his  heels,  followed  by  Drs. 
Field  and  Allen. 

The  Italian  led  them  a  chase,  finally  taking  refuge  in  a 
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st'ction  of  forty-four-inch  water  pipe,  burrowing  into  it  as  fai' 
as  lie  could  ^et.  Like  tJie  ostrich,  when  ])ursiu‘(l,  sticks  its 
head  in  the  sand  and  thinks  itself  saf(‘,  the  Italian  ])rohahly 
thought  he  had  successfully  eluded  his  jiursuers.  lie  had 
reckoned  wron^,  however,  for  without  an  nistaiit's  h(‘sitation 
the  two  ]diysicians  ^rahl)c‘d  him  hy  both  heels  and  dra^j^ed 
him  out  of  the  ])i])e.  Them  they  vaccinated  him,  their  brother 
]»hysician  having  meanwhile  performed  that  service  to  tlie 
other  Italians. 

In  all,  fiftcH^n  laborers  refused  to  be  vaccinated.  The  doc¬ 
tors  left,  vowing  they  would  brin^;  half  a  doziui  more  policc- 
luen  with  them  this  aft(*rnoon  ami  accomplish  their  purpose.’’ 

Lan  anything  more  plainly  set  forth  to  what  we  are  drift- 
America?  If  this  is  not  (h‘S|)otism  and  coercion  in  its 
worst  form,  tluai  I  am  greatly  mistaken.  Lould  any  ^nn^atcT 
force  be  used  in  any  other  way,  that  would  (*qual  the  above? 
If  so,  I  do  not  know  of  it. 

The  above  account  is  certainly  a  iK'autiful  illustration  of 
the  liberty  we  are  enjoyin^^  in  the  year  lhO;b  There  is  one 
phase  of  this  subject  that  should  not  he  forirotten,  and  that  is, 
the  doctors  insist  upon  it  that  smallpox  is  not  due  to  un- 
oleanliness.  They  insist  upon  it  that  to  clean  up  the  streets, 
to  ventilate  the  homes,  and  to  ])r()duc(‘  sanitary  (*onditions 
will  not  chock  smallpox,  'riiey  assert  and  r(‘-assert  that  vacci¬ 
nation  and  vaccination  only,  will  ])r(‘vent  smallpox. 

Let  the  dirt  nmiain;  allow  the  fdth  to  accumulate;  multi¬ 
ply  the  cesspools  and  distribute  the  s(|ualor.  All  this  will  not 
r-ausc*  smallpox;  but  just  send  an  ollicer  with  a  scaljad  and  a 
lot  of  that  hltliv  stufi*  known  as  vaccine  virus  and  (‘Vi'rybody 
is  fr(‘e  from  smallpox.  This  is  the  theory  upon  which  the 
doctors  are  workili^,  and  a  horrible  theory  it  is. 

Lut  they  are  ])erfectly  consist(‘nt  in  carrying  it  out,  as  is 
evidenced  by  their  coiuiuct  in  Philadelphia,  thi‘  hot-bed  of 
eomj)ulsorv  vaccination,  and  the  prototyp<‘  of  darkest  Ihissiaii 
co(‘rcion  aiul  brute  force.  Dr.  Ueatty  and  his  ^n-oup  of  vacci¬ 
nating  physicians  made  a  ch'an  sw(‘ep  of  the  ei^ht('(‘nth  ward. 
In  SOUK*  cas(‘s  tlu‘v  took  ollici'rs  with  them  to  pinion  j)v‘ople 
fast  while  they  yac(inati‘d  tlumi,  and  in  all  cases  tluw  admit 
that  they  used  coercion  throu^di  i‘m|)loyers.  'I'hat  is  to  say, 
the  family  would  be  notifuul  that  unh‘ss  th(‘y  submitted  to 
vaccination  th(‘y  would  lose  their  jobs.  This  ^^(‘um'ally  had 
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the  effect.  Before  they  tried  tins  coercion  70  per  cent  refused 
yaccination,  but  when  the  p<‘ople  got  to  understand  that  they 
roust  t)e  vaccinated  or  lose  their  employment,  all  hut  10  per 
cent  yielded. 

To  prove  this  point,  I  will  quote  from  the  North  American 
of  July  10,  1903,  which  says  in  part:  '‘The  Twenty-eighth 
ward  lias  been  chosen  as  the  place  of  l)eginning  for  this  work, 
(vaccination)  said  Dr.  Abbott  yesterday,  for  the  reason  that 
the  disease  appears  to  have  its  strongest  hold  in  that  locality. 
Our  ins^x'ctors  and  vaccine  physicians  have  instructions  to 
enter  every  store  and  dwelling,  vaccinate  every  unvf\ccinated 
person  and  re])ort  to  this  bureau  the  name,  address  and  place 
of  em])loyment  of  every  person  who  has  not  l)een  successfully 
vaccinated  withhi  five  years  and  who  refuses  to  he. 

"When  I  receive  this  information,  T  will  communicate  with 
the  em])lovers  of  those  who  refuse,  stating  that  such  a  person 
has  so  refused  and  that  iti  the  event  of  smallpox  hveal'inq  out, 
ill  the  famihf  of  any  of  his  employes,  it  may  become  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  hoard  of  health  to  close  for  the  time  being,  his 
place  of  business/' 

Tlrs  should  lx‘  ])lain  enough  to  anyone  with  even  a  small 
amount  of  gray  matter  in  his  head.  Does  anyone  think  that 
an  em])loyer,  after  receiving  such  a  letter  from  the  powers 
that  he,  and  think  they  are  IT,  will  not  force  his  employes  to 
either  he  poisoned  or  to  stop  work?  No,  not  a  single  one 
among  all  tlu‘  firms  of.  that  "burg”  will  refuse  to  obey  the 
mandates  of  the  Board  of  Death,  usually  called  the  Board  of 
Health,  through  an  unaccountable  mistake  of  those  that  first 
named  these  hoards  of  political  doctors.  It  stands  to  reason, 
that  no  employer  can  afford  to  disobey  such  rules  for  the  rea¬ 
son  fhat  the  hoard  might  see  fit  to  close  his  place  of  business 
at  any  time,  and  that  would  mean  ruin  to  him.  A  little  back¬ 
bone  and  a  damage  suit  or  two  will  settle  such  cases. 

Another  point.  When  will  the  people  of  America  learn 
that  no  man,  physician,  or  memlx*!'  of  the  hoard  of  health  can 
enter  their  home  without  permission  from  them,  unless  with 
a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  some  one  in  that  house?  No  man, 
no  matter  who  he  is,  can  enter  any  private  dwelling  without 
such  warrant,  and  the  people  have  full  rights  to  use  a  gun, 
hot  water,  or  anything  else  that  comes  handy  to  get  them  out. 
When  people  of  America  learn  their  constitutional  rights,  and

demand  them,  not  simply  ask  and  plead  for  them,  but  DE¬ 
MAND  them,  then  will  such  dark  age  brutalism  and  Russian 
coercion  stop,  but  no  sooner.  But  a  few  years  ago,  men  who 
were  students  of  this  question,  said  that  it  would  come  to 
brutalism  and  coercion,  and  they  were  right,  as  the  foregoing 
amply  proves. 

As  said  before,  all  but  10  per  cent  yielded,  but  this  10  per 
cent,  physicians  say,  are  unaltered  in  their  determination. 
They  had  rather  die  than  be  vaccinated.  It  was  Count  lieo 
Tolstoi,  the  Master  of  Russian  literature,  that  said:  ^^No 
man  should  work  for  a  man  like  Rockefeller,  lie  should  pre¬ 
fer  starvation.  He  should  consider  it  a  religious  duty  to  re¬ 
fuse  to  work  for  a  tnist,”  and  I  siiy  that  no  man  should  allow 
himscdf  to  be  poisoned  against  his  will.  He  should  starve 
first,  and  consider  it  his  duty  to  himself,  his  children,  and  to 
God  to  do  so,  for  in  this  only,  lies  the  health  of  our  children 
and  freedom  from  such  diabolical  laws  in  the  future.  There 
are  those  who  would  do  this.  One  woman  said  she  would  not 
be  afraid  to  lie  down  in  the  rags  of  a  smallpox  patient.  An¬ 
other  one  asserted  that  she  would  not  hesitate  to  nursi'  a 
smallpox  ease,  but  she  would  NOT  l)c  vaccinated,  and  no 
force  could  change  her  determination.  1'hese  are  the  kind 
of  people  that  we  nml,  and  the  funny  part  of  it  is,  that  when¬ 
ever  a  man  or  woman  stands  up  like  this  for  their  rights, 
they  are  left  severely  alone.  Why,  Ix'cause  they  are  no  fools, 
nor  are  they  cowards. 

But  the  doctors  have  not  sueccHHled  in  eonviiicing  every  one 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  that  the  epidemic  of  smallpox  is 
due  to  the  neglect  of  vaccination,  rather  than  the  neglect  of 
cleanliness.  One  writer  in  the  Philadeljdiia  Ledger,  says: 

'^Our  city  (Philadelphia)  w^as  almost  friv  from  small])ox 
for  more  than  tw’entv-five  years.  This  freedom  was  not  due 
to  vaccination.  During  tliat  ])eriod  nothing  was  heard  of 
general  vaccination.  As  smallpox  became  epidemic  during 
the  recent  had  city  government,  when  garbage  collecting, 
street  cleaning,  and  much  other  muniei])al  work  was  out- 
rag(‘ously  and  criminally  neglected,  there  can  l)e  no  doubt 
whatever  that  this  epidemic  of  smalljmx  is  directly  due  to  our 
filthy  streets.^^ 

Another  w'riter  in  the  same  paper,  says:  ^^If  we  sto])  with 
vaccination  w’e  shall  be  \ery  far  from  stamping  out  smallpox. 


If  the  doctors  give  no  heed  to  cleanliness,  how  can  they  ex¬ 
pect  to  destroy  disease  germs.  The  filthy  conditions  of  our 
dleys  is  to  be  deplored.  The  alleys  are  in  a  worse  condition 
now  than  they  ever  were  before.  Let  the  health  olhcers  sur¬ 
vey  the  dirty  districts  and  they  will  find  that  facts  speak 
louder  than  words.” 

Another  writer,  Dr.  W.  J.  Guernsey,  says:  ^‘That  there  are 
many  physicians  who  honestly  believe  vacillation  to  lx‘  a  pre¬ 
ventive  of  smallpox,  is  without  doubt.  But  there  is  also  a 
large  number  of  physicians  who  champion  vaccination  for 
what  there  is  in  it — and  there  are  ‘millions  in  it.’  In  the 
name  of  all  that  is  good,  let  us  have  clean  streets,  clean  alleys, 
clean  lives,  and  everything  else  that  is  good,  and  not  allow  this 
unsurgical,  unclean,  and  septic  practice  of  vaccination  to  be 
thrust  upon  us.” 

While  these  outrages  were  taking  place,  every  paper  in 
riiiladelphia,  except  one,  editorially  urged  vaccination,  going 
so  far  as  to  say  that  it  was  the  one  and  only  prevention  of  this 
disease,  hut  this  one,  the  “Daily  Xews”  with  a  circulation  of 
1()0,()00  in  Philadel])hia  alone,  had  the  following  editorial  in 
its  issue  of  duly  lt>,  1903: 

‘^Dr.  ^lartin,  the  DiiXH:‘tor  of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  is  doing 
such  si)lendid  work  in  his  department  and  promise's  to  he  to 
rhiladel])hia  such  a  pronounced  boon  in  the  matter  of  ])utting 
her  in  an  advanced  position  regarding  all  matters  of  health 
'  that  it  is  with  decided  reluctance  that  we  are  forced  to  dis¬ 
agree  with  any  of  his  ideas. 

“He  is  a  man  of  great  information  and  experience.  He  is 
scientific  and  ])rogressive,  and  he  is  broad  guage,  tireless  in 
energy  and  far  seeing,  so  that  he  i)romises  to  do  much  for  the 
city  in  the  ])osition  which  Mayor  Weaver  has  been  fortunate 
in  liaving  him  take. 

“We  should  like  to  1k‘  back  of  such  a  man  with  all  the  force 
and  energy  we  can  command,  first,  last  and  all  the  time.  We 
are  ready  to  give  hitn  earnest  support  in  all  matters  save 
one — his  desire  to  make  vaccination  compulsory,  or  as  nearly 
so  as  ])Ossible. 

“We  do  not  approve  of  vaccination,  except  under  very  rare 
and  exceptional  circumstances  and  in  this  we  have  the  support 
of  a  large  portion  of  the  faculty.  Therefore,  we  think  it  au 
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outra^^e  to  compel  people  against  their  will,  to  submit  to  this 
|K  practice. 

B.  “It  has  been  shown,  time  and  again,  that  vaccination  does 
B;  not  prevent  the  vaccinated  from  taking  tlie  smallpox,  and  it 
K  has  Ix'en  the  case,  and  tlie  very  frequent  case,  that  those  vacci- 
^  nated  have  sutfered  various  and  grevious  ills  of  blood  poison- 
K  ing,  while  the  cases  of  death  due,  unmistakably,  to  vaecina- 
tion  (infants  and  children)  have  been  so  numerous  as  to  be 
appalling. 

•y  “As  a  general  theory  it  is  re])ugnant  to  the  last  degree  in 
^  have  one’s  system  deliberately  charged  with  the  virus  of  a 
filthy  and  loathsome  disease  and  since  it  is  contended,  by 
,  .  many  ])hysicians  of  the  highest  standing,  that  the  ])ractice  is 
^nly  to  lx*  condemned,  we  protest  vigorously  against  it  being 
*  .  made  com])ulsory  in  this  city. 

“When  the  idea  was  ])romulgated  in  England,  several  years 
ago,  and  those  who  favored  it  tried  to  have  enacted  a  com¬ 
pulsory  vaccination  law,  the  anti-vaccinationists  marshaled 
before  the  ])arliamentary  committee  concerned,  such  a  stagger¬ 
ing  array  of  facts  and  figures  that  the  issue  was  dropped  from 
sight.  All  these  statistics  are  accessible  and  should  be  fully 
considered  before  then^  is  taken  any  such  radical  step  as  has 
been  suggested. 

“Small])ox  is  a  filth  disease.  It  is  Ix'st  exterminated  by 
cleanliness  in  our  town  and  thus  rid  it  of  this  disease,  for¬ 
tunately  there  is  no  dispute  about  the  virtue  of  cleanliness 
und  if  the  director  will  concentrate  his  great  exc'cutive  taleiit, 
his  tireless  energy  and  his  intelligence  and  ]K*rsistence  on  the 
matter  of  securing  scientific  cleanliness  in  I’hiladelphia,  we 
have  no  fear  of  a  smallpox  epidemic.” 

It  is  a  great  pity  that  therc‘  are  not  a  great  many  more  of 
such  editors  at  the  head  of  our  great  newspapers,  things  w’ould 
then  1h>  different.  But  unfortunately,  a  great  many  of  the 
editors  stand  side  by  side  wdth  political  doctors,  and  uphold 
brutal  ism  and  coercion  so  long  as  it  works  in  their  own  pocket. 


-^GOSPEL  TRUTHS” 

OF  THE  TWENTIETH  CENTURY. 


According  to  the  Philadelphia  “North  American”  of  Au¬ 
gust,  20,  1903,  the  Bureau  of  Health  distributed  a  pamphlet 
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telling  the  people  of  Philadelphia  how  to  escape  smallpox. 
The  ‘‘North  American”  says :  , 

“How  to  Keep  From  Getting  Smallpox”  is  the  text  of  a 
pamphlet  which  the  Bureau  of  Health  began  yesterday  to 
distribute  by  the  thousands  in  its  efforts  to  arouse  citizens  to 
the  dangers  threatening  the  city  from  the  spread  of  the  dis¬ 
ease. 

“On  one  of  the  pages  is  reproduced  a  photograph  which  is 
in  itself  a  powerful  argument.  It  shows  a  nurse  holding  two 
children,  one  never  vaccinated  and  afflicted  with  the  disease, 
and  another,  brought  to  the  Municipal  hospital,  with  its 
mother  who  was  suffering  from  smallpox,  escaped  infection 
while  lying  in  the  institution  because  protected  by  vaccina¬ 
tion.” 

I  wonder  if  this  is  the  “protected”  babe  that  was  vaccinated 
in  the  Municipal  hospital  and  reported  in  the  St.  Louis 
Medical  and  Surgical  Journal  by  Drs.  Welch  and  Sternberg. 

I  refer  to  the  prematurely  bom  babe,  which  was  vaccinated 
as  soon  as  born,  and  died  of  smallpox  a  little  later.  This 
child  certainly  was  protected.  Perhaps  they  refer  to  this  and 
forgot  to  state  the  facts.  Why  can’t  people  tell  the  truth,  the 
whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  tnith  ? 

“The  old  time  custom,”  the  circular  states,  “was  to  vacci¬ 
nate  children  shortly  after  birth,  with  the  result  that  persons 
grew  up  immune  from  this  disease  and  the  public  conse¬ 
quently  ])rotected  from  an  epidemic. 

“This  caused  people  to  think  that  the  disease  was  never 
coming  back,  and  they  l)ecame  careless  about  vaccinating  the 
babies.  For  this  reason  many  l)abies  grew  up  not  protected 
from  smallpox,  so  that  when  a  few  cases  of  the  disease  were 
brought  into  town  from  outside,  it  spread  quickly  among 
those  persons  who  had  not  been  vaccinated.”

“:Mention  is  made  of  the  fact.  ( ?)  that  of  the  twenty-six

Let 
xis  all  do  our  ])art  in  helping  to  overthrow  this  murderous 
superstition,  even  if  we  must  repeat  with  the  Neophyte  of  the 
Deeper  Occult:  ‘‘I  fear  neither  man  nor  devil,  neither  hell 
nor  death,”  and  when  those  that  would  force  this  poison  on 
Us  and  our  children  learn  this,  they  will  Ik*  sure  to  let  us 
severely  alone.

SMALLPOX  IN  CLEVELAND. 


Tho  fact  that  tlie  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  went  back  to 
vaccination  instead  of  cleaning  n]),  is  heralded  liy  all  the  medi¬ 
cal  journals  and  vaccine  purveyors  as  proof  that  sniall])ox  can 
only  he  controlled  hy  vac*cination. 

A  lie  that  is  half  a  truth  is  ever  the  most  dece])tive  of  lies. 
The  truth  is  in  July,  1001. 

Dr.  ^lartin  Frederich  was  made  health  officer  of 
Cleveland.

Vaccination  was  tried, 
over  and  over  again,  and  in  ])rogressing  ratio  as  the  seventy 
of  the  epidemic  increascHl,  yet  small])ox,  too,  increased  and  we 
find,  in  1808,  fortv-cught  case's  of  small])ox;  in  180!h  475 
cases;  in  1000,  OOJ  cases,  and  for  the  first  eight  months  of 
1001,  1,230  cases.  The  situation  was  de])loral)le. 

In  August,  1001,  was  liegun  a  sanitary  cam|)aign,  eompleti'd 
at  a  cost  of  $00,000,  which  was  so  successful  the  Cleveland 
Medical  Journal  said :  ‘‘The  great  fact  remains  that  an  epi¬ 
demic  of  small])ox  of  some  two  years'  duration  was  soon  in  a 
few  weeks  brought  a  com])lete  standstill. 

Sniallyiox  was  gone  and  only  an  occasional  imi>orted  case 
was  to  he  found. 

This  period  shows: 

Smallpox  in  Novemln'r,  1001,  0  cases. 

Small])ox  in  DtHemher,  1001,  1  case. 

Smallpox  in  January,  1002,  5  cas<^s. 

Small]mx  in  February,  1002,  0  cases. 

Smallpox  in  ^larch,  1002,  3  cases. 

Smallpox  in  April,  1002,  3  cases,  1  death. 

Smallpox  in  ^lav,  1002,  10  cases,  5  deaths. 

As  we  have  seen,  Dr.  Frederich's  sanitary  campaign  was 
such  a  decided  success  that  naturally  he  was  highly  gratified 
and  he  was  foolish  enough  to  believe  the  profession  generally 
would  welcome  his  great  discovery  that  smallpox  not  only 
could  be  controlled,  hut  could  he  totally  eradicated  hy  a  means 
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much  easier  than  vaccination  and  more  effective  than  any 
record  shows  vaccination  to  be.  In  the  height  of  his  exuber¬ 
ance  over  the  great  discovery  he  heralded  the  results  far  and 
wide;  writing  a  full  account  of  his  success  for  the  Arena,  and 
his  article  was  largely  copied  and  variously  commented  upon. 

Xotwithstanding  these  convincing  facts,  smallpox  being  ab¬ 
sent  for  at  least  six  months,  it  is  a  shameful  sequel  that  prac¬ 
tically  all  the  medical  jounials,  egged  on  by  vaccine  poison 
patronage,  as  well  as  all  health  boards,  condemned  this  com¬ 
mon  sense  de])arture,  and  a  conspiracy  was  formed ;  predicated 
upon  vehement  objurgation  to  coni|X‘l  a  return  to  vaccination, 
even  threatening  to  quarantine  all  points  against  the  cityl 
The  case  was  indeed  a  desperate  one,  but  everything  comes  to 
him  who  waits.  The  medical  fears  were  only  too  real,  for  if  it 
once  l)e  admitted  that  there  was  a  remedy  for  smallpox  out¬ 
side  the  acc*e])ted  practice,  not  only  would  professional  credit 
suffer  greatly,  but  vaccination  fi‘es  would  l)e  a  thing  of  the 
past,  and  it  were  lx‘tter  the  whole  race  die  than  accept  salva¬ 
tion  in  an  unorthodox  manner. 

After  several  months  without  smallpox,  the  sanitary  force 
l)eing  wholly  inadequate,  combined  with  the  return  of  sum¬ 
mer,  the  city  lx‘came  filthy  and  smallpox  again  appeared. 

One  would  naturally  suppose  another  cleaning  up  would 
follow.  But  did  it?  Well,  hardly!  One  experiment  of  that 
sort  was  enough  for  the  doctors.  There  was  no  money  in  it 
for  them.  The  opportunity  was  too  good  to  lx*  lost,  and  a 
howl,  loud,  long  and  ])ersistent  went  up,  with  constant  and  re¬ 
iterated  “I  told  you  so’s’-  and  many  a  sling  at  Frederich  for 
his  sanitary  idiosyncracies,  back(‘d  by  ignorant  business  men 
and  others  of  influence,  aided  and  alx*tted  by  newspapers,  ever 
willing  to  help  any  excitement  regardless  of  its  consequences, 
to  bring  the  recalcitrant  Frederich  in  line  again.  Sanitation 
could  not  even  get  a  hearing.  Nothing  but  vaccination  would 
or  could  satisfy  these  cormorants,  and  after  holding  out  as 
long  as  he  thought  safe,  to  vaccination  he  returned.  This  was 
the  true  cause  of  the  resumption  of  vaccination  in  Cleveland; 
not  as  given  out;  a  failure  of  sanitation.  Had  there  been  as 
much  enthusiasm  in  cleaning  up  as  there  was  in  collecting 
vaccination  f(*es,  there  would  1k^  a  different  tale  to  tell.  What 
was  the  result  i  It  was  what  followed  the  increased  activity 
of  the  vaccination  corps  in  Chicago  in  1893.  As  vaccination 
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increased,  smallpox  increased  until  pest  houses  overflowed,  the 
whole  city  became  panic  stricken,  as  the  doctors  wanted  it  to, 
and  there  was  an  average  of  fifty-seven  cases  of  smallpox  a 
week,  or  814  eases  in  100  days.  . 

The  smallpox  record  during  these  vaccination  months  speak 
for  themselves:

Nineteen  and  one-tenth  [x^r  cent  deaths,  which  is  greater 
than  the  death  rate  before  vaccination  was  known;  a  great 
commentary  upon  medical  progress;  and  can  only  be  ex-^ 
plained  on  the  theory  that  vaccination  makes  smallpox  nfore 
severe.  The  e])idemic  ran  its  course  of  twelve  long  months 
and  died  out  as  epidemics  do,  wholly  regardless  of  vaccination, 
and  now  at  this  late  day  we  are  able  to  draw  some  safe  con¬ 
clusions  from,  for  future'  guidance. 

A  review  of  the  smallpox  districts  show  smallpox  existed 
almost  exclusively  where  most  vaccinating  was  done.  Aids 
was  also  the  case  in  Chicago,  1893,  and  in  Philadelphia  in 
1902-3.  This  is  a  fact  everywhere,  plain  to  all  who  investi- 
K‘^te. 

'Phe  increased  smallpox  followed  increased  vaccination  so 
closely  as  to  prove  almost  beyond  a  doubt  it  was  an  effect  fol¬ 
lowing  a  cause.  A  logical  conclusion  leaves  the  pro-vacci¬ 
nationist  who  clings  to  the  post  hoc  ergo  propter  hoc  argu¬ 
ment  no  other  conclusion  than  that  vaccination  was  the  sole 
cause  of  this  awful  havoc. 

Ix'icester,  England,  is  a  shining  example  of  the  benefits  of 
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eoiitiiuuHl  sanitation;  its  death  rate  is  the  lowest  in  England 
and  no  serious  sinall])Ox  e])ideinie  is  ])ossible.  Now  sanitation 
totally  eradicated  an  epidemic  of  two  years’  standing  in  less 
than  sixty  days,  while  under  vaccination  a.  great  e])ideinic  fol- 
low(‘d  which  lasted  twelve  long  months  with  1,214  eases  of 
smallpox,  and  2J12  deaths,  dying  out  as  e])idemics  do,  for  lack 
of  material  to  work  on. 

The  cost  of  cleaning  u])  was  $00,000;  and  was  good  for 
eight  months;  then  came  small])ox;  vaccination  alone  cost  the 
city  double  that  amount  to  say  nothing  of  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  filched  l)y  the  private  praetionei*s.  Then 
on  top  of  all  this  followed  one  of  the  greatest  e])idemics  of 
smallpox  the  city  has  ever  sctm,  which  cost  the  enormous  sum 
of  nearly  $200,()()0,  to  say  nothing  of  the  public  inconvenience 
and  loss  of  business;  and  Frederich  confessi's  after,  all  “We 
did  not  rely  on  vaccination  alone.” 

Who  is  so  obtuse  as  to  kdieve  with  thc^e  facts  before  them 
that  the  doctors  can  l)e  de)H‘nded  u])on  to  do  anything  of  real 
value  towards  the  ])u))lic  good;  or  that  vaccination  can  in  any 
way  either  mitigate  or  eradicate  smallpox. 

This  Cleveland  fiasco  shows  how  futile  the  ho)K*  that  any 
im])rovement  or  ])rogress  can  come  from  within  the  medical 
ranks.  It  is  bwause  of  such  glaring  examples  of  the  cupidity 
and  greed  of  the  profession,  more  es]HK*ially  the  otticial  and 
editi)rial  ])ortions  of  it,  that  I  have  said  elsewhere,  leforc  any 
relief  can  lx*  had  from  the  outrageous  tyranny  of  these  self- 
styled  guardians  of  the  public  health,  doctors  must  be  rele¬ 
gated  to  the  obscurity  in  which  they  belong  and  men  with  a 
modicum  of  sense  apj)ointed  in  their  stead.  Had  I^eicester, 
England,  Ix'en  cursed  with  our  system  of  making  doctors 
health  othcers,  she,  too,  would  have  returned  to  her  former 
filth  and  coin  would  have  again  rattUxl  into  the  depths  of  the 
doctors’  capacious  ])ockets,  shrouded  by  groans  of  misery,  like 
unto  those  ])ictu res  in  fancy  when  we  gaze  upon  the  grinnino- 
skeletons  torturing  damned  souls  in  Dante’s  Inferno.
